My  self- 
distrust  is  not  lessened  by  the  fact  that  I  am  not  wholly  unac- 
quainted with  these  duties,  nor  by  the  further  fact  that  I  enter- 
tain a  profound  conviction  that  the  honor  of  this  position  rests

solely  on  the  faithful  discharge  of  its  functions.  I  could  not 
venture  to  hope  to  merit  your  approval  did  I  not  confidently  rely 
on  the  courtesy  and  forbearance  towards  its  presiding  officer 
which  have  always  marked  the  bearing  of  this  House.  I  crave 
thus  early  your  indulgence  for  the  many  short-comings  of  which 
I  shall  be  guilty. 

Let  us,  with  devout  reliance  on  that  Divine  wisdom  without 
which  all  human  counsels  are  vain,  enter  on  the  discharge  of 
our  duties  with  such  wise  and  deliberate  diligence  as  shall  se« 
cure  the  best  results  and  the  highest  honor  to  our  beloved 
State,  and  be  worthy  of  this  Centennial  year.  I  cannot  but 
think  that  we  stand  at  an  auspicious  moment.  We  should 
draw  inspiration  from  the  memories  of  a  glorious  past,  and 
for  the  future  may  we  not  confidently  predict  a  wider  national 
prosperity  for  our  country,  and,  better  than  that,  the  ultimate 
and  complete  triumph  of  those  principles  of  government  so  just- 
ly dear  to  every  Vermonter  ?

A  message  from  his  Excellency,  the  Governor,  by  Mr.  Ran- 
kin, Secretary  of  Civil  and  Military  Affairs,  as  follows  : 

Mr.  Speaker:  lam  directed  by  the  Governor  to  deliver  to 
the  House  of  Representatives  the  Biennial  Executive  Message 
to  the  General  Assembly. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House,  the  Message  of  his  Ex- 
cellency, the  Governor,  which  was  read  by  the  Clerk,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Oentlemen  of  the  Senate 

and  Ho%i8eof  Repreaentatives  : 

In  entering  upon  the  legislative  duties  and  responsibilities 
imposed  by  the  Constitution,  it  is  fit  and  proper,  especially  in 
this  Centennial  year  of  our  National  existence  and  nearly  com- 
pleted century  of  the  existence  of  our  State  under  a  constitu- 
tional government,  that  our  hearts  should  be  filled  with  thank- 
fulness and  gratitude  to  the  Author  of  all  blessings,  not  only  for 
the  general  health,  peace  and  prosperity  which  He  has  gracious- 
ly vouchsafed  during  the  past  two  jears,  but  also  for  the  innu- 
merable blessings  which  have  attended  our  entire  existence  as  a 
State.  And  especially  is  it  fitting  that  we  should  remember  with 
gratitude  and  thankfulness  at  this  time,  the  mercies  and  good- 
ness of  that  Providence  which  led  our  fathers  safely  through  those 
peculiar  and  trying  circumstances  which  environed  them  in  the 
memorable  year  of  1777,  and  which  scarcely  have  their  parallel  in 
the  world's  history, — when,  though  claimed  on  the  east  by  New 
Hampshire, — claimed  and  menaced  on  the  west  by  New  York, — 
oppressed  and  warred  against  on  the  north  by  Great  Britain, — un- 
recognized and  unsupported  by  the  sister  colomes,  they,  a  mere 
handful  of  sturdy  yeomen,  stood  manfully  and  independently  for 
the  right ;  framed  and  adopted  a  Constitution,  which  for  the  most 
part  remains  unchanged,  and  under  which  they  and  their  posterity 
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have  been  "protected  in  the  enjoyment  of  life,  liberty  and  prop- 
erty," and  have  been  led  to  that  *'fi  rm  adherence  to  justice,  moder- 
ation, temperance,  iudastry  and  fragality,"  which  has  made  them 
and  us  an  intelligent,  virtuous  and  happy  people.  May  the 
same  Infinite  Wisdom  guide  us  in  all  legislative  deliberations^ 
that  we  mar  not  the  fair  proportions  of  the  governmental  struct^ 
ure  reared  by  our  fathers,  but  eiiQoy  and  transmit  it  improved^ 
adorned  and  embellished,  to  those  who  may  come  afler  us. 

Standing  on  the  dividing  line  of  the  centuries,  it  is  the  part  of 
•wisdom  to  consider  not  alone  the  present,  its  comforts  and  priv- 
leges ,  but  as  well  the  past,  that  we  may  learn  their  cost,  its  les* 
sons,  and  take  warning  from  any  mistakes  by  the  way,  and  that    . 
we  may  plan  broadly,  intelligently  and  wisely  for  the  future. 

The  biennial  reports  of  the  State  officers  having  in  charge 
particular  departments  of  the  public  service,  will  fully  inform 
you  of  the  present  condition  of  the  important  affairs  of  the 
State.  The  suggestioms  and  recommendations  of  these  officera 
who  have  become  familiar  with  the  necessities  and  workings  of 
their  respective  departments,  deserve,  and  no  doubt  will  receive 
your  careful  consideration. 

FINANCES. 

It  is  a  matter  tor  mutual  congratulation  that  by  wise  legisla^ 
tion  and  careful  and  honest  management,  the  finances  of  the  State 
are  in  a  most  satisfactory  and  prosperous  condition.  When  we 
call  to  mind  that  ten  years  ago,  after  having  cheerfully  met  the 
enormous  taxation  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  war,  the 
State  was  found  to  have  a  funded  debt  of  $1,625,500,  it  is  not  a 
little  remarkable,  ^nd  certainly  very  gratifying,  to  find  that  at  the 
close  of  the  financial  year  the  Treasurer  had  in  hand  assets,  mostly 
in  ready  money,  to  the  amount  of  $72,907.11,  in  excess  of  all  ex- 
isting liabilities.     Although  a  portion  of  the  State  debt  does  nol.

fall  due  for  several  years,  and  is  really  due  from  the  State  to  the 
State,  and  a  considerabl.e  portion  of  the  money  then  cin  hand  will 
be  needed  to  defray  the  expenses  whicl^  will  accrue  before  another 
State  tax  can  be  collected,  we  have  the  proud  satisfaction  of 
having  entered  upon  the  second  century  substantially  free  from 
debt,  and  with  no  State  financial  burdens  for  posterity  to  bear. 

The  Treasurer's  report,  to  which  you  are  referred,  will  furnish 
s  clear,  definite  and  detailed  statement  of  the  financial  transac- 
tions of  the  State  for  the  past  two  years. 

From  the  report  it  appears  that  during  the  financial  year  end- 
ing August  1, 1875,  besides  meeting  the  current  expenses,  the 
funded  debt  was  diminished  $59,000,  and  there  was  added  to 
the  sinking  fund  $180,000.  At  the  close  of  that  year,  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  State  was  as  follows :

With  the  same  prudent  foresight  and  the  same  economical 
and  honest  management  continued,  Vermont  will  never  be  num- 
bered among  the  bankrupt  or  repudiating  States,  but  her  prom- 
ises to  pay  will,  as  at  present,  command  a  premium  in  the  money 

market. 

EXPENSES. 

The  expense  of  administering  the  affairs  of  the  State  must  in 
the  future,  as  in  the  past,  be  paid   almost  entirely  from  direct 
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taxes,  and  for  that  reason  should  be  cautiously  and  prudently  in- 
curred. Taxation  should  ever  be  kept  at  the  lowest  limit  con- 
sistent with  the  permanent  protection,  growth  and  development 
of  the  interests  of  the  entire  people. 

The  Constitution  has  happily  prescribed  this  limit.  Its  lan- 
guage is,  ^^Previous  to  any  law  being  made  to  raise  a  tax,  the 
purpose  for  which  it  is  to  be  raised  ought  to  appear  evident  to 
the  Legislature  to  be  of  more  service  to  the  community  than  the 
money  would  be  if  not  collected." 

The  payment  of  State  expenses  is  from  a  common  fund,  raised 
by  a  general  tax.  The  danger  lies  in  a  neglect  to  examine 
carefully  each  item  of  expense  to  determine  whether  it  falls 
within  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  Constitution.  A  cursory  ex- 
amination of  the  accounts  allowed  by  the  State  Auditor  will 
suffice  to  show  that  prosecutions  by  the  grand  jury,  and  trials 
by  the  petit  jury,  occasion  large  items  of  expense.  At  my  re- 
quest the  Auditor  has  examined  his  books,  and  reports  that 
tl^re  has  been  paid,  including  the  sums  paid  the  jurors,  during 
the  last  fiscal  year, — for  the  former,  99,013.81 ;  and  for  the  latter, 
$21,443.72. 

The  criminal  prosecutions  in  each  county  are  under  the  man- 
agement and  control  of  its  State*s  Attorney.  The  incumbent 
is  changed  at  nearly  every  election.  It  is  believed  that  consid- 
erable sums  in  fines  and  forfeitures  are  for  this  reason  lost  to 
the  State. 

The  incoming  State's  Attorney  is  unfamiliar  with  the  business, 
and  has  no  knowledge  of  such  as  has  been  lefV  unfinished  by  his 
predecessor.  Not  unfrequently  has  it  happened  that  the  expense 
of  obtaining  an  indictment,  and  sometimes  of  a  trial  before  the 
traverse  jury,  has  been  lost  to  the  State,  from  the  indictments 
being  defectively  drawn  through  the  inexperience  of  the  Staters 
Attorney.  Besides,  there  has  been  paid  to  other  attorneys  for 
aiding  in  State  trials  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  according  to  the 
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estimate  of  the  State  Auditor,  the  sum  of  93,500.  It  is  my  be> 
lief  that  a  considerable  part  of  this  class  of  expenses  might  be 
saved  by  the  creation  of  the  office  of  Attorney  General,  to  be 
filled  by  an  experienced  and  able  attorney.  It  should  be  hi» 
duty  to  take  charge  of  and  systematize  the  criminal  business  of 
the  State ;  attend  to  the  collection  of  all  fines  and  forfeitures;  give 
mstructions  and  aid  to  the  State's  Attorneys  in  drafting  informa- 
tions and  indictments  ;  and  to  be  present  and  conduct  the  more 
important  criminal  prosecutions.  I  believe,  with  the  criminal 
business  in  the  care  and  charge  of  such  an  officer,  that  the  ne- 
cessity for  instituting  such  prosecutions  by  a  grand  jury  would 
in  a  great  measure,  cease  to  exist,  and  might  be  dispensed  with 
except  in.  cases  of  treason  and  murder.  For  such  cases  the  grand 
jury  might  be  called  whenever  occasion  should  require,  and  not 
in  each  county  annually,  as  is  now  done.  There  is  no  clause  m 
the  Constitution  which  would  be  violated  by  such  a  change 
Prosecutions  by  information  are  fully  recognized  by  the  com- 
mon law. 

The  chief  value  of  the  grand  juiy  system,  and  the  occasion 
which  called  it  into  existence  in  England,  grew  out  of  her  arbi_ 
trary  form  of  government.  It  furnished  security  against  un- 
founded and  unjust  prosecutions  of  a  subject  who  had  fallen  into 
disfavor  with  the  monarch.  It  insured  merited  prosecutions 
against  royal  and  titled  families. 

I  have  been  led  to  these  suggestions  from  the  belief  that  some 
such  change  in  the  law  as  has  been  indicated,  could  be  made> 
which  would  not  lessen  the  effectiveness  of  criminal  prose- 
cutions, but  would  lessen  mateiially  their  expense.  The  right 
of  trial  by  jury  is  secured  by  the  Constitution,  "except  where 
paities  otherwise  agree."  By  such  agreements,  such  causes  may 
be  referred  under  a  rule  of  Coui-t  I  am  informed  that  the 
cost  to  the  State  for  such  jury  trials  per  day  is  about  one  hun- 
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dred  dollai-s.  Under  existing  law,  cases  involving  the  simple 
right  to  recover  for  labor  or  property  to  an  amount  exceeding 
tea  or  twenty  dol1ai*s,  dependent  upon  the  nature  of  the  action, 
can  be,  and  often  are,  carried  to  the  County  Court  by  appeal. 
The  trial  of  such  cases  is  rarely  completed  in  less  than  a  day. 
Is  it  not  a  plain  perversion,  not  to  say  violation  of  that  clause  in 
the  Constitution  heretofore  cited,  to  impose  a  tax  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  upon  the  community,  to  settle  a  matter  in  which  one 
of  two  parties  may  be  entitled  to  twenty-five  or  even  fifty  dollars, 
and  should  not  the  right  of  appeal  in  such  cases  be  taken  awa  y 
anless  the  amount  involved  is  nearly  equal  to  the  amount  of  taxes 
which  the  appeal  will  probably  impose  upon  the  community  ? 

The  allowance  of  the  right  of  appeal  in  such  cases  is  no  kind- 
ness even  to  the  prevailing  party.  Besides  the  ill  feelings  like- 
ly to  be  engendered  by  such  trials,  the  expense  of  the  trial  to 
him  is  usually  much  more  than  the  amount  of  the  claim. 

The  ordinary  expenses  per  day  of  a  competent  referee  do  not 
exceed  $10  or  $15.  Hence  if  all  jury  cases  should  be  referred, 
and  the  State  should  assume  the  payment  of  the  referee's  fees,  a 
very  great  saving  of  expense  would  be  secured  to  the  State,  and 
no  right  of  parties  would  be  thereby  sacrificed. 

The  main  obstacle  in  the  way  of  an  agreement  of  reference  is 
that  parties  know  that  they  can  try  their  case  by  jury  on  the  pay- 
ment of  six  dollars  to  the  State;  and  that  a  trial  by  a  competent 
referee  may  cost  them  many  times  that  sum. 

I  think  it  would  be  economy  to  provide  for  the  payment,  by 
the  State,  of  a  part  or  the  whole  of  the  referee's  fees,  and  that 
the  expense  of  trial  by  jury  may  be  lessened  by  proper  legisla- 
tion in  the  two  directions  indicated,  without  any  detriment  to 
public  or  private  interests. 

ASSESSMENT  OF  TAXES. 

The  framing  of  statutes  so  as  to  compel  an  equitable  and  just 
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contribution  from  every  interest  and  citizen,  towards  the  ex- 
penses of  administering  the  affairs  of  the  State,  has  ever  been 
one  of  the  most  difficult  and  perplexing  questions  with  which 
legislators  have  to  deal.  The  right  of  the  State  to  compel  such 
just  contribution  is  unquestionable.  Without,  it  every  depart- 
ment of  the  government  becomes  paralyzed. 

The  duty  of  every  citizen,  and  of  every  species  of  property^ 
to  contribute  towards  the  expense  of  his  or  its  protection,  is 
equally  clear.  The  protection  furnished  by  the  State  to  its  cit- 
izens and  to  the  property  within  its  limits,  gives  the  right  ^to 
exact,  in  war,  the  personal  services,  and  in  peace,  a  poll  tax  from 
the  former  and  contributions  from  the  latter,  wherever  the 
owner  thereof  may  reside.  This  is  substantially  the  doctrine 
announced  in  the  9th  article  of  the  Bill  of  Rights. 

Within  the  past  few  years  there  have  been  frequent  complaints 
that  the  spirit  of  this  aiticle  in  the  Bill  of  Rights  is  violated  in 
the  appoitionment  of  the  public  burdens.  Not  unfrequently  haa 
it  been  claimed  that  property  of  the  same  kind  and  value  was 
placed  in  the  Grand  List  at  different  valuations  in  different  sec- 
tions of  the  State.  At  other  times  it  is  claimed  that  a  large 
amount  of  property  invested  in  railroads,  telegraph  companies^ 
insurance  companies,  and  other  companies,  to  protect  which, 
and  determine  the  rights  thereto,  annually  costs  the  State  a  large 
sum,  almost  wholly  escapes  taxation  ;  and  again,  that  ownera  of 
real  estate  are  unjustly  discriminated  against,  in  that  they  are 
taxed  on  its  appraised  value,  notwithstanding  they  may  be 
largely  indebted  for  it,  while  the  ownei-s  of  personal  estate  are 
allowed  to  deduct  from  its  appraised  value  the  amount  of  debts 
which  they  may  owe.  It  is  claimed  by  some  that  there  should 
be  no  deductions  made  from  the  assessed  value  of  peraonal 
property,  for  the  debts  of  the  owner ;  that  such  allowance 
induces  fraud  and  the  creation  of  fictitious  debts  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  deductions,  and   that  the  expense  to  tho 
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State,  to  protect  and  determine  the  rights  to  personal  property 
for  which  the  owner  is  in  debt,  is  greater  than  when  the  same  is 
folly  paid  for,  and  hence  it  is  unjnst  that  the  owner  of  property, 
because  he  is  a  debtor,  should  be  relieved  from  contributing 
therefrom  to  the  expenses  of  the  State. 

Without  doubt  there  is  too  much  foundation  for  these  com- 
plaints, though  the  class  first  mentioned  could  have  no  existence 
in  fact,  if  listers  would  faithfully  observe  the  law,  and  appraise 
all  property  at  its  just  value  in  money. 

It  is  notorious  that  they  do  not  regai*d  the  law  in  this  respect, 
but  apprabe  property  at  from  one-third  to  two-thirds  its  just 
value  in  money,  often  vieing  with  each  other  to  place  and  keep 
the  property  in  their  locality  in  the  list  as  far  below  its  value  as 
possible.  I  am  informed  that  conscientious  listers  often  refuse  to 
sign  and  make  oath  to  the  list  from  a  knowledge  of  their  failure 
to  comply  with  the  law. 

The  prevalent  feeling  that  the  practical  operation  of  the  law 
for  the  assessment  of  taxes  is  unequal  and  unjust,  has  been,  and 
is,  working  a  sad  demoralization  of  public  sentiment.  By  a  nu- 
merous class  of  citizens  it  is  no  longer  considered  a  public  duty 
to  assume  and  pay  their  full  share  of  the  public  expenses,  but 
rather  that  they  have  a  right  to  avoid  as  much  of  it  as  they  cam 
even  by  resorting  to  questionable  devices.  It  is  feared  that  the 
Legislature  may  have  inadvertently  aided  in  the  work  of  demoral- 
ization, by  too  readily  passing  acts  to  legalize  grand  lists,  with 
and  without  specifying  the  defects  to  be  legalized,  and  even  to  le. 
galize  the  omission  of  the  listers  to  sign  and  make  oatb  to  the  list^ 
Would  not  a  more  healthy  sentiment  be' inculcated  by  refusing 
the  passage  of  all  acts  which  do  not  specify  the  defect  to  be  cured* 
and  all  acts  to  legalize  defects  occasioned  by  the  omission  of 
the  listers  to  complete,  sign  and  make  oath  to  the  list  according 
to  law,  and,  also,  by  enacting  a  law  rendering  the  listers  person- 
ally liable  to  their  towns  and  to  the  State  for  all  losses  occa- 
sioned by  their  neglects  or  omissions  in  this  respect. 
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1  am  convinced  that  the  law  in  regard  to  the  assessment  of 
taxes  needs  a  careful  and  considerate  revision — such  a  revision  as 
will  apportion  and  distribute  the  public  expenses  as  equally  and 
justly  ^is  possible  among  all  the  citizens  and  upon  all  the  pecun- 
iary interests  of  the  State.  Whether  such  a  revision  can  be 
effected  at  a  single  session  of  the  Legislature  may  be  doubtful. 

EDUCATION. 

The  importance  of  this  interest  cannot  be  overestimated* 
More  than  ninety  thousand  children  are  in  process  of  training  in 
the  schools  of  the  State. 

Their  weal  or  woe  is  largely  determined  by  the  character  of 
the  schools  which  they  attend. 

These  children  are  soon  to  give  character  to  the  State  and 
other  States. 

The  State  can  better  afford  to  neglect  any  other  interest  than 
his,  which  is  so  closely  allied  to  her  welfare  and  destiny. 

Free  institutions  cannot  long  exist  among  a  people  character- 
ized by  ignorance  and  vice.  Intelligence  and  virtue  are  the  bul- 
warks of  all  free  government. 

The  pecuniary  interests  connected  with  education  are  very 
large.  The  direct  taxes  raised  annually  for  this  purpose  amount 
to  nearly  $600,000.  But  this  sum  represents  hardly  a  tithe  of 
what  the  people  of  the  State  annually  expend  to  educate  their 
children. 

There  must  be  added  a  large  sum  paid  for  text  books,  and  a 
many  times  larger  sum  for  the  board,  clothing  and  time  of  the 
children. 

But  the  pecuniary  interests  connected  with  the  public  schools 
dwindle  in  importance  into  insignificance,  when  compared  with 
the  habits  and  characters  which  are  there  being  acquired.  A 
thoroughly  intelligent  and  virtuous  people,  inured  to  hahits  of 
self-control  and  pei-severance,  are  invincible  everywhere,  whether 
in  the  world  of  mind  or  matter. 
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It  is  not  so  much  the  amount  of  money  which  we  expend,  as 
the  character  which  we  give  to  the  pablic  schools,  that  is  all- 
important.  Almost  any  expenditure  of  money,  whether  for  the 
better  superintendence  of  the  public  schools,  or  for  securing  the 
hearty  co-operation  and  interest  of  the  parents  and  guardians, 
or  for  training  and  bringing  into  the  service  more  experienced 
and  better  qualified  teachers,  if  it  only  serves  to  elevate  the  char- 
acter of  the  public  schools  and  give  to  the  State  more  intelligent, 
virtuous  and  persevering  citizens,  is  economical  and  judicious. 
If  it  fails  to  secure  these  results,  the  expenditure  Is  wasteful. 

I  trust  that  this  interest,  whether  it  relates  to  the  public 
schools,  or  the  higher  institutions  of  learning,  will  receive  your 
careful  consideration. 

The  report  of  the  State  Superintendent  will  inform  you  of  the 
work  done  during  the  past  two  years.  I  commend  his  recom- 
mendations for  legislation  to  your  consideration. 

It  seems  to  me  that  an  economical  and  efficient  management 
of  this  great  interest  requires  a  uniformity  of  text  books  through- 
out the  State,  and  that  there  should  be  secured  a  decrease  and 
consolidation  of  the  number  of  small  schools,  which  are  usually 
intrusted  to  young  and  inexperienced,  not  to  say  unqualified, 
teachers. 

My  predecessor's  recommendation  of  the  establishment  of 
town  libraries  I  most  heaitily  endorse,  not  alone  as  a  means  of 
education  for  the  young,  but  also  as  a  means  of  continuing  the 
work  of  education  and  culture  among  those  who  are  engaged  in 
the  active  pursuits  of  life,  and  as  a  source  of  solace  to  declining 
years. 

STATE   LIBRARY. 

This  library,  which  is  very  complete  in  the  department  of 
American  law,  besides  being  well  furnished  with  miscellaneous 
works,  has  entirely  outgrown  the  room  set  apart  for  it  in  the 
State  House. 
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It  is  evident  that  some  fuHher  provision  for  its  accommodation 
must  soon  be  made.  It  seems  to  me  that  an  enlargement  of 
the  present  room  is  almost  impracticable,  and  that  sooner  or  later 
there  must  be  erected  for  its  accommodation  a  separate  fire-proof 
building,  which  should  be  kept  open  throughout  the  year.  The 
library  is  now  of  such  dimensions  and  importance  that  it  should 
be  readily  accessible  for  research  and  investigation  at  all  times. 

BOARD  OF  AGRICULTURE,  MANUFACTURES  AND  MINING. 

The  Secretary's  report,  with  the  accompanying  papera,  Mrill 
iufoim  you  of  the  work  accomplished  during  the  past  two  years. 
Its  work  has  thus  far  been  confined  to  fostering  the  interests  of 
agiiculture.  This  doubtless  has  resulted  from  the  fact  that  ag- 
riculture is  the  more  prominent  and  general  interest.  The 
Board  is  concerned  with  the  three  great  industrial  pursuits  of  • 
the  State.  Each  of  these  industries  is  essential  to,  and  more  or 
less  dependent  upon,  the  others  for  its  best  development,  and 
should  be  judiciously  encouraged  and  fostered  by  the  State.  I 
think  that  these  interests  are  sufficiently  important  to  warrant 
the  continued  employment  of  a  judicious  and  properly  qualified 
Secretary ;  that  in  collecting  and  ari-anging  facts  and  statistics, 
making  experiments,  holding  public  meetings,  suggesting  the 
best  methods  and  bringing  them  to  the  attention  of  the  people, 
he  can  find  ample  work  which  can  be  done  profitably  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  State. 

I  would  recommend  a  larger  appropriation  than  is  asked  for 
by  the  Board,  whose  expenditure  should  be  guarded  by  suitable 
legislation  ;  and  also  that  the  State  Geologist,  whose  official 
duties  lead  him  to  a  consideration  of  the  mines  and  minerals  in 
the  State,  be  made  an  ex  officio  member  of  the  Board. 

THE    INSANE. 

This  unfortunate  class  are  peculiarly  the  wards  of  the  State. 
Berefl   of  reason,  and    frequently  of  friends,  the   State  will  be 
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derelict  in  daty  if  its  ^ardianship  be  not  generous,  active  and 
vigilant. 

I  have  read  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  with  interest  It 
is  apparently  a  thoaghtfol  and  carefully  prepared  document.  I 
commend  it  to  your  careful  perusal  and  study.  The  facts  and 
deductions  therein  stated  are  startling.  I  have  not  sufficiently 
examined,  and  am  not  sufficiently  familiar  with,  the  facts  and 
circumstances  either  to  adopt-  or  deny  the  conclusions  of  the 
Commissioner.  If  his  conclusions  are  well  founded,  there  is 
imperative  need  of  immediate  legislative  action. 

That  the  number  of  insane  under  treatment  and  neediiig  relief 
should  have  steadily,  year  by  year,  increased  from  the  founda- 
tion of  the  Asylum,  while  the  population  of  the  State  has  re- 
mained comparatively  stationary,  is  a  matter  that  challenges  at- 
tention and  enquiry  into  the  causes  of  the  increase.  May  you 
carefully  consider  this  impoitant  subject,  ascertaining  as  nearly 
as  possible  the  exact  facts  as  to  the  relative  increase  or  decrease 
of  insanity  in  our  own  State,  and  other  parts  of  the  country,  and 
may  your  action  in  the  premises  be  wise  and  just  to  the  Asylum, 
to  the  State,  and  above  all,  to  these  unfortunate  wards  of  the 
State.  I  commend  to  your  consideration  the  suggestions  of  the 
Commissioner  with  reference  to  the  enactment  of  safeguard^ 
against  improper  commitments,  both  to  the  asylum  and  to  the 
county  jails. 

STATIC    PRISON    ANI>    COUNTY   JAII^. 

I  think  it  may  be  safely  asserted,  after  an  experience  of  nearly 
a  century,  that  the  operation  of  our  system  of  prison  discipline, 
both  as  practiced  in  the  State  prison  and  in  the  common  jails, 
in  its  effect  upon  the  prisoner  by  way  •*  of  encouragement  of 
virtue  and  prevention  of  vice  and  immorality,"  has  been  a 
£dlnre ;  that  the  prisoner,  from  the  effect  of  his  imprisonment, 
instead  of  having  become  a  reformed  and  better  man  and  citizen, 
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M^ith    incliDatioDS   towards    viitae,   has  become    discouraged, 
hardened,  and  too  often  hopelessly  fixed  in  a  criminal  coui-se  of 

•  life.     Too  often  has  it  happened  that  the  day  of  his  discharge 
has  witnessed  a  repetition  of  his  fonner  criminal  act,  or  some 

.  more  heinous  crime. 

This,  to  my  mind,  indicates  that  our  system  of  prison 
discipline  is  radically  wrong  in  principle.  The  St^e  has,  and 
can  have,  no  feelings  of  revenge  towards  an  erring  citizen. 
Her  conduct  towards  him  should  not  be  such  as  to  lead  him  to 
feel  that  he  is  an  outcast  from  her  care  and  protection.  Neithw 
should  it  be  such  as  would  indicate  a  disregard  for  his  criminal 
act.  Her  treatment  should  be  such  as  evinces  the  utmost 
abhorrence  and  detestation  of  his  crime,  but  at  the  same  time 
the  gi-eatest  regard  and  tenderest  solicitude  for  him  as  a  man 
and  as  a  citizen. 

I  fear  that  while  the  State  has  been  most  active  in  showing 
abhorrence  of  crime,  it  has  been  lacking  in  earnest  efforts  to 
save  the  criminal  fi'om  his  crime  to  manhood  and  good  citizen- 
ship. When  any  person,  old  or  young,  is  fully  convinced  that 
he  is  an  outcast  from  society,  and  that  there  is  no  hope  of  his 
ever  regaining  the  goo4  opinion  and  esteem  of  his  fellow 
citizens,  he  is  irrevocably  lost  to  a  virtuous  life. 

Hope  is  the  great  stimulating  motive  to  action  and  to  striving 
for  better  things.  When  this  is  crushed  out,  the  man  once  bad 
is  bad  beyond  recovery.  The  tendency  of  our  system  of  prison 
discipline,  to  my  mind,  is  to  banish  from  the  convict's  mind  all 
hopes  of  a  return  to  a  virtuous  life.  Consider  the  treatment  of 
the  State  towards  this  class  of  persons. 

A  young  man  is  accused  of  the  commission  of  a  crime.  He 
is  at  once  arrested  and  thrust  into  the  county  jail.  No  person 
on  behalf  of  the  State  visits  him,  save  the  jailer  to  pass  in  bis 
meals  three  times  a  day,  and  to  lock  him  safely  in  his  cell,  or  the 
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State's  Attorney  to  inquire  whether  be  wishes  to  plead  "  guilty" 
or  '•  not  guilty."  Not  a  book,  not  k  newspaper  does  the  State 
furnish  him  with  which  to  while  away  the  tedious  hours.  It 
the  jailer  out  of  kindness  provides  reading  matter  tor  his 
prisoners,  it  is  of  favor  and  not  of  right.  His  associates  may 
be  of  any  degree  of  criminality.  It  is  the  common  receptacle 
for  all  accused  of  the  commission  of  ciime  within  the  county 
and  awaiting  their  trial,  as  well  as  the  place  for  punishment  of 
those  convicted  ot  minor  offences. 

In  a  dim-lighted,  ill-ventilated  room,  with  nothing  to  do,  not 
even,  when  transferred  to  the  State  Prison  for  safe  keeping,  on 
the  order  of  the  Governor,  allowed  to  work,  though  requesting 
it,  he  passes  his  days  and  nights  as  best  he  can,  brooding  over 
his  hard  lot,  planning  ways  of  escape,  or  listening  to  the  recital 
of  obscene  stories,  or  the  criminal  life  and  criminal  exploits  of 
his  associates.  And  yet  he  is  not  a  convict  He  is  only  an 
accused.  And  this  is  the  attempt  of  the  State  to  prevent  the 
commission  of  crime,  most  frequently  the  offspring  of  idleness, 
by  compulsory  idleness !  At  length  he  is  tried.  If  acquitted, 
he  goes  out  soured  and  hardened ;  if  convicted  of  a  minor 
offense,  he  is  returned  to  his  life  of  idleness  in  jail ;  and  if  of  a 
higher  crime,  put  to  hard  labor  in  the  State  Prison.-  The  right 
of  the  State  to  incarcerate  him  springs  from  the  right  of  self- 
preservation.  By  an  overt  act  he  has  manifested  the  possession 
ot  a  character  which  endangers  the  rights  of  others.  He  is 
incarcerated  to  deprive  him  of  the  power  to  invade  the  rights  of 
others,  not  alone  during  the  term  of  his  confinement,  but  per- 
manently, by  removing  the  criminal  inclination  and  disposition, 
and  to  deter  others  from  the  commission  of  crime.  It  would 
Beem  that  of  right  he  should  remain  incarcerated  so  long  as  he 
is  possessed  of  the  criminal  inclination  and  disposition,  and  that 
the  State  should  be  active  in  its  endeavors  to  dispossess  him  of 
these  characteristics.    The  court  is  left  to  determine  the  time  of 
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his  incarceration  as  best  it  may,  with  little  knowledge  of  his 
former  life,  less  of  his  criminal  tendencies,  and  of  the  length  of 
time  which  will  be  required  to  eradicate  them. 

In  the  State  Prison  he  is  confined  in  his  solitary  cell,  or  driven 
under  keepers  to  his  tasks,  is  allowed  no  communication  with 
his  fellow  prisoners — scarcely  any  with  his  keepers ;  he  may 
have  a  few  books,  if  able  to  read,  but  receives  no  instruction 
except  on  the  Sabbath,  a  little  from  the  chaplain.  From  his 
ai-rest  to  the  close  of  his  sentence,  the  State  against  whom  he 
has  ofiended,  and  which  has  laid  her  heavy  hand  upon  him,  has 
not  extended  to  him  a  helping  hand,  and  has  scarcely  spoken  a 
cheering  word.  Is  it  a  matter  of  wonder,  then,  that  he  broods 
over  his  hard  lot,  as  he  views  it ;  feels  that  the  hand'  of  the  State 
is  not  only  against  the  crime  which  he  has  committed,  but 
against  him;  that  all  she  cares  for  him  is  to  make  him  grind  in 
her  prison  house,  and  that  he  comes  from  his  incarceration  a 
worse  instead  of  a  better  man  ? 

The  experience  of  the  past  century,  both  in  our  State  and 
in  other  States — ^for  our  State  has  done  as  well,  and  perhaps 
better,  than  many  others — teaches,  I  think,  very  plainly  and 
forcibly  that  our  system  «f  prison  discipline  demands  a  radical 
revision  ;  that  the  jail  should  not  be  a  place  of*  imprisonment  for 
debt  or  minor  offences ;  that  that  class  of  offenders  should  be 
sent  to  a  work-house  to  be  established  in  connection  with  the 
Reform  School,  in  which  the  school  and  reform  element  should 
have  a  prominent  place ;  that  the  jail  should  be  owned  and 
controlled  by  the  State,  and  should  not  be  used  for  the  detention 
of  persons  charged  with  all  classes  of  crimes ;  but  to  one  should 
be  assigned  those  charged  with  one  class  of  crimes,  and  to 
another  those  charged  with  another  class  of  crimes,  each  having 
for  inmates  peraons  of  the  same  degree  of  criminality,  as  nearly 
as  practicable;  that  each  should  be  furnished  with  a  well 
selected  library  and  some  current  literature,  and  in  each  should 
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be  kept  a  school,  not  of  idleness  and  vice,  but  of  learning  and 
viitue.  Perhaps  there  should  be  provision  by  which  those 
awaiting  trial,  who  should  request  it,  could  labor  in  the  work- 
house and  receive  a  portion  of  their  earnings. 

The  piisoners  should  be  divided  into  classes  according  to  the 
character  which  they  manifest  while  under  a  course  of  discipline. 
A  part  of  each  day  should  be  devoted  by  the  keepers  to  instruct- 
ing the  prisoners  in  learning  and  in  virtue,  and  the  rest  to 
labor,  not  for  contractors,  but  for  the  State.  In  short,  the  State 
should  put  forth  most  active  and  earnest  endeavors,  from  the 
arrest  of  the  accused  to  the  imprisonment  of  the  convict,  to 
reclaim  him  from  a  life  of  ciime  to  a  life  of  virtue ;  and  the 
State  Prison  should  no  longer  be  an  institution  "  for  the  refonn- 
ation,  as  well  as  the  punishment,  of  all  offendere,"  tcUh  the 
reformaiion  all  left  out.  It  may  be  objected  that  to  effect  such 
a  change  will  cost  money.  Shall  we  stop  to  balance  a  few 
thousand  paltry  dollare  in  determining  whether  we  will  rescue  a 
fnar\  from  crime  and  lead  him  on  to  a  virtuous  life,  or  hold  him 
irrevocably  in  the  chains  of  vice  ? 

I  earnestly  recommend  a  thorough  revision  of  our  system  of 
prison  discipline  in  the  direction  indicated  ;  and  I  commend  to 
your  careful  consideration  the  reports  of  the  Directors  and 
Superintendent  of  the  State  Pnson. 

STATE    REFORM    SCHOOL. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  turn  from  the  Prison  to  the  consideration  of 
this  topic.  Although  not  personally  acquainted  with  its  opera- 
tion and  working,  from  all  sources  I  hear  it  commended  as  a 
reformatory  institution.  The  credit  of  its  success  is  due  to  the 
wise  and  considerate  action  of  former  Legislatures,  together 
with  the  faithful  and  efficient  management  of  the  officers  of  the 
institution.     You  need  not  be   urged  to   aid  by   all  needed 
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legiBlation  in  perfecting  and  developing  the  great  work   bo 
auspiciously  entered  upon. 

The  Repoits  of  the  Trustees  and  the  Superintendent  fully 
infoi-m  us  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Institution,  its  wants  and 
requirements.  I  would  recommend  the  making  of  all  appropri- 
ations necessary  to  carry  out  any  judicious  plans  which  they  may 
have  suggested.  I  venture  to  suggest  whether  it  would  not  be 
wise  in  all  alterations  and  enlargements  to  have  in  view  the 
furnishing  facilities  for  dividing  the  inmates  intq  classes,  so  as 
to  be  able  to  classify  them  according  to  the  degree  of  discipline 
or  con-ectional  treatment  required. 

LEGISLATION. 

It  is  doubtless  true  that  we  legislate  too  much.  This  naturally 
results  from  our  system  of  enacting  laws.  Legislators  serve 
their  brief  day,  and  then  othera  fill  their  places.  On  many 
subjects  of  legislation  men  entertain  widely  differing  views,  but 
each  is  confident  that  his  own  are  coiTect.  Hence  the  frequent 
change  of  this  or  that  provision  of  the  statute.  It  iWely 
happens  that  the  revision  of  an  entire  subject  is  attempted,  but 
a  single  provision,  here  and  there,  is  changed  to  meet  the 
varying  views  of  different  legislators,  which  results  in  an 
inharmonious  whole. 

I  think  that  a  legislator  should  be  fully  persuaded  of  the 
absolute  necessity  for  a  change  of  the  statute  law  before  he 
should  vote  for  its  alteration  or  amendment ;  and  then  only  for 
such  alteration  or  amendment  as  will  clearly  remedy  the  evil. 
Hasty  legislation  is  always  dangerous.  The  original  constitu- 
tion had  a  special  provision  agaiijst  it.  It  not  only  gave  the 
Governor  and  Council  the  right  to  propose  amendments  to  laws 
which  had  passed  the  Assembly,  but,  if  the  amendments  were 
not  concurred  in,  they  had  the  right  to  suspend  the  passage  of 
the  bill  until  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature.     This  was  a 
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wise  proviBion,  and  its  spirit  oaght  to  guide  legislation  ander 
our  present  system. 

The  sessions  are  too  short  to  originate,  mature  and  perfect 
legislation  touching  large  and  varied  interests.  Such  legislation 
must  usually  contain  many  provisions,  and  be  more  or  less 
intricate.  There  is  not  time  amid  the  rush  of  the  business  of 
the  session  to  prepare  and  nicely  adjust  the  different  provisions 
necessary  to  render  such  law  applicable  and  just  to  all  the 
interests  likely  to  be  affected.  Usually,  too,  the  men  elected  to 
the  Legislature  are,  as  they  ought  to  be,  taken  from  the  busy 
callings  ol  life,  who  have  had  no  time  to  mature  any  perfected 
system  of  legislation,  which  would  be  applicable  to  and  affect 
many  interests.  Properly  to  mature  and  prepare  such  legisla- 
tion is  a  work  of  time  and  study,  and  oflen  requires  the 
collection  of  facts  and  statistics.  Eminently  of  this  character 
are  the  laws  for  the  assessment  of  taxes,  and  for  the  punishment 
and  prevention  of  crimes,  a  revision  of  which  I  have  recom- 
mended. For  such  revision,  and  for  the  revision  of  the  laws  on 
any  important  subject,  I  would  recommend  that  commissioners 
be  appointed,  under  proper  limitations  and  restrictions,  to  inquire 
into  and  carefully  consider  the  whole  subject,  to  prepare  such 
legislation  as  they  may  judge  necessary,  and  to  repoit  the  same, 
with  their  reasons  therefor,  to  the  next  Legislature.  I  think 
this  method  not  only  a  safeguard  against  hasty  and  crude 
legislation,  but  withal  economical.  It  will  funiish  business 
ready-prepared  for  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature  imme- 
diately upon  its  organization,  without  spending  the  first  two  or 
three  weeks,  as  has  been  too  frequently  the  case,  in  making 
preparation  to  commence  the  work  of  the  session. 

The  completion  of  the  hundredth  year  since  the  independence 
of  the  State,  since  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution,  and  since 
the  battle  ol  Bennington,  mark  the  coming  year  emphatically  as 
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oar  centeDnial  year.    These  memorable  events  in  a  large  measure 

determined  the  character  of  oar  political  existence,  tenitorially 

and  nationally.     The  remembrance  of  them,  and  of  the  principal 

actoi-8  in  them,  shoald  be  sacredly  cherished  and  pei*petaated. 

Is  it  not  eminently  fitting  and  proper  that  they  be  recognized  by 

some  suitable  observance? 

I  shall  take  no  time  to  consider  national  affairs.  If  each 
State  will  wisely  and  honestly  condact  its  own  affairs  so  as  to 
insare  to  itself  and  to  the  nation  intelligent,  virtaoas  and  enter- 
prising citizens  and  pablic  servants,  national  affaii's  cannot  well 
go  amiss. 

Allow  me,  in  closing  this  already  too  lengthy  communication, 

to  express  the  hope  that  our  mutual  relations  may  be  most 

friendly,  frank  and  cordial,  and  our   mutual   work   honestly, 

faithfully  and  speedily  accomplished.

The  House  shall  meet  every  day  (Sundays  excepted,)  at  ten 
o'clock  in  the  moraing,  and  at  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
unless  otherwise  specially  ordered. 

Sec.  2.

At  the  commencement  of  each  session  the  following  standing 
committees  shall  be  appointed,  viz. : 

A  committee  of  three  members,  to  report  rules  of  the  House. 

A  committee  consisting  of  seven  members,  who  shall  take 
into  consideration  all  matters  relating  to  the  election  of  mem- 
bers ;  to  be  denominated  the  Committee  on  Elections, 

A  committee  of  seven  members,  to  whom  shall  be  refeiTed  all 
matters  relating  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  relations  of  this  State  to  it ;  to  be  denominated  the  Com- 
mittee on  JFederal  Relations. 

A  committee  consisting  of  seven  members,  who  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  matters  affecting  the  revenue  of  the  State — 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  inquire  into  the  state  of  the  Treasury ; 
asceitain  the  amount  of  debts  due  the  State,  and  the  claims 
against  it ;  report  the  amount  of  taxes  necessary  to  be  raised

No  committee  shall  sit  during  the  session  of  the  House,  with- 
out leave  from  the  House.

All  committees  shall  have  a  right  to  report  by  bill.

All  committees  shall  be  made  by  the  Speaker,  but  any  appoint- 
ment made  by  him  may,  on  motion  of  a  member,  be  overruled 
by  the  House ;  in  which  case  the  House  shall,  on  nomination  of 
a  member,  immediately  fill  the  vacancy.

Any  member  shall  be  excused  from  service  on  any  committee 
apon  his  own  request,  if  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  he  shall 
be  a  member  of  two  other  committees.

JOINT  RULES 

OF  THB 

SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES. 

Rule  1. 

A  Joint  Assembly  shall  be  formed  by  an .  union  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  in  the  Hall  of  the  latter,  at  such 
time  and  for  such  specific  purpose  only  as  may  be  expressed  in  a 
concurrent  resolution  of  both  Houses ;  and  may  adjourn  irom 
time  to  time  during  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly.  The 
President  of  the  Senate  shall  in  all  cases  preside  over,  and  the 
Secretary  of  State,  or  in  his  absence,  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate, 
shall  officiate  as  Clerk  of  every  Joint  Assembly. 

Rule  2. 

The  proceedings  of  every  Joint  Assembly,  including  the  resolu- 
tion ordering  the  same,  shall  be  recorded  by  the  Clerk  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  be  preserved  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Gov- 
ernor by  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  shall  also  be  published  with 
the  Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 
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Rule  3. 

The  ruleB  of  the  Senate,  as  far  as  applicable,  shall  be  observed 
in  regulating  the  proceedings  of  every  Joint  Assenoibly, 

RULB  4. 

A  joint  committee  of  three  Senators  and  three  Representatives 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  officers  of  the  two  Houses 
respectively,  to  whom  may  be  referred  all  documents  transmitted 
by  the  Governor  for  the  use  of  the  General  Assembly,  who  shall 
report  thereon  to  that  House  from  which  they  were  received. 

Rule  5. 

The  committees  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives, 
to  whom  the  s««me  subject  matter  shall  have  been  referred,  may, 
for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  business,  meet  together  as  a  joint 
committee,  and  make  a  joint  or  separate  report  to  either  or  both 
Houses,  as  they  may  think  expedient. 

Rule  6. 

In  every  case  of  disagreement  between  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives,  if  either  shall  request  a  conference  and  ap- 
point a  committee  for  that  purpose,  and  the  other  House  shall 
also  appoint  a  committee  on  its  part,  such  committees  shall  meet 
at  a  convenient  hour,  to  be  agreed  upon  by  their  chairman  in  the 
conference  room,  and  state  to  each  other,  verbally  or  in  writing 
the  reasons  of  each  House  for  its  vote  on  the  subject  matter  of 
disagreement,  confer  freely  thereon,  and  make  a  report  of  their 
doings  to  their  respective  Itouses  as  soon  as  may  be. 

Rule  7. 

Committees  of  Conference  shall  consist  of  an  equal  number  from 
each  House,  and  shall  return  the  papers  referred  to  them  to  that 
House  which  last  voted  upon  the  subject  matter  of  disagreement. 
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Rule  8. 

After  each  House  shall  have  adhered  to  the  vote  of  disagree- 
ment, a  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  lost. 

Bulb  9. 

When  bills  and  resolutions  are  on  their  passage  between  the 
two  Houses,  thej  shall  be  verified  by  the  attestation  of  the 
Secretary  or  Clerk  of  each  House  respectively,  and  all  joint  reso- 
lutions shall  be  fairly  engrossed,  after  their  passage,  in  the  House 
in  which  they  originate,  and  shall,  when  finally  passed,  be  signed 
by  the  presiding  officers  of  both  Houses,  in  the  same  manner  as 
bills.

I  estimate  the  costs,  in  all  the  counties  of  this  State  for  the 
two  years  ending  July  Slst,  1875  and  1876,  to  be  forty  seven 
thousand  dollars. 

I  estimate  that  fines  and  cents  imposed  under  said  chapter  are 
about  forty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  that  the  amount  of  fines 
and  costs  collected  and  paid  into  the  State  Treasury,  are  about 
eighteen  thousand  dollars. 

I  further  report  that  I  estimate  the  amount  paid  by  the  State's 
Attorneys  and  for  services  in  their  absence  to  be  three  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  but  a  small  amount  of  this 
sum  is  paid  to  attorneys  to  assist  in  the  prosecution  of  offences 
under  chapter  ninety-four  of  the  General  Statutes. 

Many  of  the  fines  imposed  under  said  chapter  are  for  intoxicar 
tion  and  against  persons  in  indigent  circumstances  and  transient 
tramps,  who  have  no  residence  or  occupation  in  thb  State,  and 
are  committed  to  jails  and  remain  there  six  months  or  a  year ;  in 
some  instances  until  pardoned  by  the  Governor.

The  matter  commends  itself  to  my  own  judgment,  and  I 
trust  the  Legislature  will  give  the  subject  careful  attention  and 
considerate  action.

To  His  Excellencf/  the  Oovemor^  and  the  Honorable  Legiala- 
tare  of  the  State  of  Vermont : — ^The  undersigned  were  appoint- 
ed by  the  Vermont  State  Medical  Society,  as  a  committee,  to 
memorialize  the  Legislatare  of  the  State,  with  reference  to  the 
appointment,  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  of  a  commission 
consisting  of  three  suitable  persons  who  should  be  charged  with 
the  duty  of  examining  and  considering  the  laws  of  the  State 
relating  to  the  public  health,  and  suggesting  such  revision  of, 
or  amendments  thereto,  or  such  additional  legislation  upon  sani- 
tary matters,  as  they  shall  deem  most  conducive  to  the  sani- 
tary and  hygienic  interests  of  the  people  of  the  State. 

In  accordance  with  the  daty  thus  imposed  upon  us,  we 
respectfully  present  the  following  consideration. 

During  the  past  few  years  the  attention  of  the  medical  pro- 
fession has  been  specially  directed  to  the  causes  and  the  preven- 
tion of  disease.  The  progress  in  this  direction  has  been  so 
rapid  and  thorough  that  it  is  now  well,  understood  among  med- 
ical men  that  the  approach  of  certain  diseases  can  be  anticipated 
and  prevented,  by  careful  sanitary  supervision  and  proper  quar- 
antine regulation,  and  that  several  of  the  contagions  and  infectious 
diseases  can  be  arrested  in  their  progi'ess,  mitigated  in  their  sever- 
ity, and  lessened  in  their  duration  and  mortality,  less  by  the  ad- 
ministration of  drugs,  than  by  the  judicious  application  of  sanitary 
science  in  avoiding  the  causes,  and  destroying  in  their  incuba- 
tion the  germs  which  originate  and  perpetuate  them.  Notably 
in  the  list  of  such  diseases  are  cholera,  small  pox,  typhoid  fever, 
oonsnmption,  diphtheria,  from  which  large  numbers  of  our  popu- 
lation annually  die.     A  practical  knowledge  of  the  principles  of 

f 
sanitary  science,  and  a  proper  dissemination  of  hygienic  regula- 
tions among  the  people,  enforced  by  such  enactments  of  the 
Legblature  as  will  render  them  effective  and  efficient,  will  in    t 
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the  opinion  of  your  memorialists,  greatly  reduce  the  mortality 
from  all  diseases  of  a  contagious  nature. 

And  further,  the  duty  of  the  State  to  protect  the  lives  and 
the  health  of  its  citizens  is  admitted.  By  enactments  and  pen- 
alties, the  life  of  the  citizen  is  so  carefully  guarded  as  to  be  com- 
paratively secure.  The  State  also  recognizes  the  duty  of  guard- 
ing against  pestilence  and  contagion,  by  laws  which  abate 
nuisauces,  and  which  require  precaution  when  contagious  dis- 
eases are  already  present !  But  in  the  opinion  of  your  memo- 
rialists, those  laws  are  not  fully  abreast  with  the  advance  of  sani- 
tary science.  They  need  revision,  and  amendment,  and  possi- 
bly some  new  legislation  to  give  them  proper  efficiency.  More- 
over, the  people  should  be  instructed  how  to  use  the  "  ounce  of 
prevention  "  so  as  to  avoid  the  '*  pound  of  cure." 

Your  memorialists  therefore  respectfully  ask  the  State  Legis- 
lature, who  are  the  custodians  of  all  legal  powers,  and  the 
guardians  of  the  public  welfare,  to  authorize  a  commission  that 
dhall  impart  this  instruction  and  suggest  the  enactments  neces- 
sary to  make  it  practical  and  efficient

I  beg  to  express  through  y6u,  to  the  Senate  and  House  ot  Rep- 
resentatives, my  thanks  tor  the  invitation,  and  to  recognize  the 
fitness  of  such  calls  for  information  and  explanation  touching 
the  public  interests  entrusted  by  the  State  to  its  representatives 
in  the  National  councils.

in  the  list  at  its  true  value  in  money  all  personal  property  or 
real  estate  liable  to  taxation  in  -  this  town,  to  the  best  of  my 
judgment,  information  and  ability,  according  to  law,  so  help  me 
God,  [or  if  an  affirmation,  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  per- 
jury.]" 

And  on  the  year  for  the  appraisal  of  real  estate,  each  lister, 
before  entenng  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  also  take  and 
subscribe  the  following  bath  and  affirmation : 
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**  I  Lname  of  lister]  do  solemnly  swear  [or  aflfirm]  that  I  wHl 
appraise  at  its  true  value  in  money  each  and  every  parcel  of  real 
estate  liable  to  taxation  in  this  town,  to  the  best  of' ray  judgment, 
information  and  ability,  according  to  law,  so  help  me  God,  [or 
if  an  affirmation,  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury.]" 

A  certificate  oi  which  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  recorded  in 
the  town  clerk's  office  previous  to  the  first  day  of  May  in  the 
year  of  such  appraisal  of  real  estate. 

Skc.  2.  If  any  person  elected  to  the  office  of  lister,  or 
appointed  to  such  office  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  refuse  to 
or  neglect  to  take  the  oaths  or  affirmations  as  provided  in  the 
preceding  section,  his  office  shall  become  vacant,  and  the  select* 
men  shall  fill  such  vacancy  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provide 
for  filling  vacancies  in  other  town  offices,  and  the  person  so 
appointed  shall  be  sworn  as  hereinbefore  provided,  before  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sbc.  3.  The  listers  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  appraise  all 
taxable  property  from  actual  view,  and  set  one  per  centum  of 
the  true  value  thereof  in  the  list  as  now  provided  by  law. 

Seo.  4.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
to  cause  to  be  printed  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  and  distribute 
annually  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March,  to  the  several  town 
and  city  clerks,  for  the  use  of  the  listers,  a  sufficient  number  of 
aaitable  blanks  upon  which  to  take  the  personal  list  of  each  tax* 
payer  as  provided  by  law,  which  blanks  shall  also  contcdn  the 
following  form  of  oath  or  affirmation : 

"  I  [name  the  tax  payer]  do  solemnly  swear  [or  affirm]  that 
the  above  is  a  true  list  of  all  my  taxable  property,  accord- 
ing to  my  best  knowledge  and  belief;  and  also  that  I  have  set 
down  only  such  debts  as  I  am  nnconditionally  bound  to  pay ;  " 
which  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  taken  and  subscribed  by 
each  tax-payer,  and  listers  are  hereby  authorized  to  administer 
such  oath. 
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*  Sbc.  5.  Each  tax-payer,  on  appUcatioD  at  the  towa  clerk'a 
office,  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April  in  each  year 
receive  one  of  the  blank  forms  mentioned  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tion, and  shall  fill  out  or  cause  to  be  filled  out  and  execute  the 
same  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of  the  preceding  section 
and  return  the  same  to  the  listers'  or  town  clerk's  office  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  April  of  each  year.  And  if  any  per- 
son liable  to  pay  taxes  in  any  town  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
give  in  his  or  her  list  and  swear  to  the  same  within  the  time 
spedfied  in  this  section,  the  listers  shall  fill  out  the  list  of  such 
person, — putting  thereon  all  taxable  property  which  they  have 
reason  to  believe  is  owned  by  such  person  at  the  actual  value 
thereof  from  the  best  information  they  can  obtain  and  shall  add 
fifty  per  cent  thereof  to  such  valuation,  which  valuation,  with 
fifty  per  cent,  thereof  added  thereto,  shall  constitute  the  list  of 
such  person. 

Sec.  6.  The  listers  shall  arrange  in  alphabetical  order  the 
personal  list  of  all  tax-payers  in  their  respective  towns  and  lodge 
the  same  in  the  town  clerk's  office  on  or  before  the  twenty-fifth 
day  of  April  of  each  year  for  the  inspection  of  the  tax-payers  of 
such  town. 

Sec.  7.  Section  one  of  an  act  approved  November  9,  18^» 
entitled  "  An  act  providing  for  taxing  bank  stock  in  the  several 
banking  associations  in  this  State,"  formed  und^r  the  act  of  Con* 
gress  approved  June  3,  1864,  entitled  "  An  act  to  provide  a  na- 
tional currency,"  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  cashiers  of  the  several  banking^^

the  same  time  transmit  to  all  such  town  clerks  the  amount  of 
surplus  funds  and  undivided  profits  which  each  stockholder  or 
shareholder  would  be  entitled  to  were  the  same  to  be  divided 
equally  among  the  several  shares, — the  real  estate  belonging  to 
said  bank  having  been  deducted  from  said  surplus  funds  in  the 
above  estimate. 

Sec.  8.  li  any  lister  shall  receive  and  accept  the  list  of  any 
person  not  made  out  and  sworn  to  as  provided  An  this  act  he 
shall,  for  such  list  so  received,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  town  or  city 
where  such  pei-son  resides,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars ;  and  any  tax- 
payer, in  the  name  of  such  town,  may  sue  for  and  recover  the 
same  for  the  benefit  of  such  town. 

Sec.  9.  The  listers  composing  the  county  equalizing  conven- 
tions; and  the  State  equalizing  board  as  provided  by  sections  three 
and  four  of  an  act  entitled  ''  An  act  relating  to  the  grand  list," 
approved  November  26,  1872,  shall,  before  they  proceed  to  make 
such  equalization,  take  and  subscribe  the  following  oath :  I, 
(name  of  the  lister,)  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  will  equalize  the 
real  estate  of  the  several  towns  in  this  county,  (or  of  the  several 
eoanties  of  this  State,  as  the  case  may  be,)  by  setting  in  the 
list  all  such  real  estate  at  its  true  value  in  money,  according 
to  the  best  of  my  judgment  and  ability,  without  fear  or  favor, 
acoordmg  to  law,  so  help  me  God. 

Skc.  10.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  pr6' 
visions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

H.   331. — An  Act  Relating  to  the  Officers   and  Man- 

▲GEUENT   OF  THE   StaTE   PrISON. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Vermont  I 

Sec.  1.  The  State  prison  shall  be  nnder  the  direction  and 
control  of  three  directors  und  one  superintendent.  The  directors 
shall  be  elected  biennially  by  the  senate  and  house  of  represent- 
atives in  joint  assembly,  and  shall  hold  their  office  for  two  years, 
commencing  on  the  first  day  of  December  next  following  their 
election.  The  superintendent  shall  be  appointed  biennially  by  the 
Ck)vemor,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years,  commencing  on 
the  same  first  day  of  December  as  the  term  of  office  of  directors 
as  above  provided.  Provided,  however,  that  the  said  superin- 
tendent may  at  any  time  be  removed  from  office  in  the  following 
manner:  The  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  make 
charges  or  complaints  against  him  in  writing,  to  the  Governor, 
and  if  the  same  shall  be  supported  by  proof,   and  the  Governor 
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shall  deem  such  charges  or  complaiDts  a  sufficient  cause  for 
removal,  ho  may  at  once  remove  such  Superiatendeat  from  office, 
and  appoint  another  to  fill  the  unexpired  term,  who  shall  be 
subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  this  act 

Sec  2.  The  directors  and  superintendent  shall,  before  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  of  their  offices,  each  give  a  bond  with  two  or 
more  sufficient  sureties  approved  by  the  Governor,  in  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  dollars,  to  the  State  of  Vermont,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  their  respective  duties. 
;.  Sec.  3.  The  directors  shall  take  charge  of  the  general  inter- 
ests of  the  prison,  see  that  its  affairs  are  conducted  in  accordance 
with  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  some  one  of  their  number  shall 
visit  the  prison  at  least  once  in  every  three  months,  and  make  a 
thorough  examination  of  the'prison  iu  all  its  departments,  and  at 
least  once  in  every  six  months  the  full  board  of  directors  shall 
visit  the  prison  and  make  a  thorough  examination  of  the  build- 
ings, and  all  material  used  in  and  about  the  same,  and  also 
inquire  into  the  sanitary  condition  and  discipline  of  the  prison, 
and  give  such  directions  as  to  the  general  management  of  the 
prison  to  the  Superintendent  as  they  shall  deem  necessary,  pro- 
vided they  do  not  conflict  with  his  powers  and  duties  prescribed 
by  law. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  on  the  thirty-first 
day  of  July,  A.  D.  1878,  and  biennially  thereafter,  to  make  an 
inventory  of  all  the  property  of  the  State  at  the  prison,  and 
appraise  the  same  at  its  true  value  in  money,  and  also  examine 
and  adjust  the  accounts  of  the  Superintendent  for  the  two  years 
preceding,  and  transmit  a  full  statement  thereof,  together  with  a 
copy  of  the  inventory,  a  list  of  the  prisoners,  the  commencement 
and  expiration  of  their  several  sentences,  and  a  statement  of  the 
sanitary  condition  and  discipline  of  the  prison,  to  the  Governor. 

Sec.  5.  The  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  are  hereby 
anthorized  to  contract,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  five  years^  to  any 
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person  or  persons  the  labor  of  all  or  any  part  of  the  convicts  of 
«aid  prison,  in  such  manner  and  on  such  terms  as  a  majority  of 
said  directors  shall  judge  best  for  the  interests  of  the  State ;  pro- 
•  Tided  that  no  such  contract  shall  interfere  with  the  proper  man- 
agement and  discipline  of  the  convicts  in  the  prison.  And  they 
shall  also  make  sale  of  such  articles  produced  in  or  belonging  to 
the  prison  as  are  proper  to  be  sold. 

Sec,  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent : — 
Firtt  To  make  and  establish  all  such  regulations  and  by-laws 
for  the  management  of  the  prison,  and  for  the  government  and 
security  of  the  prisoners  therein  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper, 
and  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  the  same  alter 
from  time  to  time  as  shall  be  found  expedient.  And  the  Super- 
intendent shall  give  his  whole  time  and  attention  to  the  care  of 
the  prison,  and  shall  attend  personally  to  all  matters  of  business 
connected  therewith,  and  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  care  and 
discipline  of  the  prison. 

^Second,  To  appoint  and  remove  at  pleasure  a  keeper  and 
euch  servants  and  guards  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  due  man- 
agement of  the  institution  and  the  safe  keeping  of  the  prisoners. 
Third,  To  appoint  a  chaplain  at  a  salary  not  exceeding 
dollars  per  annum,  whose  duties  shall 
be  the  same  as  now  required  by  law. 

Fourth,  To  purchase  all  the  provisions  and  material  and  all 
-other  articles  necessary  for  supporting  and  employing  the  prison- 
ers, and  for  effecting  the  objects  of  the  institution,  and  to  effect 
all  necessary  repairs  of  the  prison  and  its  appurtenances. 

Fifth.  To  take  charge  and  custody  of  the  bedding,  furniture, 
tools,  implements,  stock,  provisions,  and  every  species  of  property 
pertaining  to  the  prison  belonging  to  the  State. 

Sixth.  To  receive  all  money  due  the  State  on  account  of 
labor  of  the  convicts,  or  sale  of  material  belonging  to  the  prison, 
and  immediately  transmit^the  same  to  the  State  treasurer ;  to  keep 
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in  suitable  books  regular  and  complete  accounts  of  ^  all  property, 
expenses,  purchases,  sales,  income,  business,  and  all  concerns  of 
the  prison,  subject  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  directors. 
Seventh.  To  suppress  anj  disorder,  riots  or  insurrections  that 
may  take  place  among  the  prisoners ;  and  to  receive  and  keep  at 
hard  labor  in  the  prison  all  persons  sentenced  to  confinement 
at  hard  labor  therein  bv  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  until 
they  shall  be  discharged,  agreeable  to  the  laws  of  the  United 
States. 

Sec.  7.  The  superintendent  shall  report  biennially  to  the 
General  Assembly  a  true  and  particular  statement,  showing  the 
actual  condition  of  the  prison ;  the  amount  of  money  received 
during  the  two  years ;  its  disposition,  and  from  what  source 
received  ;  the  number  of  prisoners ;  the  date  and  length  of  their 
sentence  ;  the  number  committed  and  the  number  discharged,  and 
whether  discharged  on  account  of  expiration  of  term  of  sentence 
or  pardoned  by  the  Governor,  and  all  deaths  of  prisoners,  and  the 
causes  thereof,  giving  the  full  names  under  which  they  were  sen- 
tenced. He  shall  also  annex  to  said  report  a  copy  of  the  by-laws 
of  the  prison. 

Sec.  8.  On  the  first  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1876,  and  every 
six  months  thereafter,  the  superintendent  shall  make  an  estimate 
of  the  amount  of  funds  required  to  transact  the  business  of  the 
prison  and  support  the  prisoners  therein,  stating  in  detail  for 
what  purpose  the  funds  are  required  ;  and  when  such  estimate 
has  been  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  directors,  the  auditor  of 
accounts  shall  draw  an  order  on  the  treasury  for  the  same.

committed  to  said  school,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  to  the 
trustees  of  said  school  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  week  towards 
the  maintenance  of  such  boy  or  girl  during  his  or  her  continu- 
ance at  said  school,  on  demand,  said  trustees  itiay,  in  the  name 
of  the  treasurer  of  the  State,  sue  for  and  recover  the  same  in  an 
action  of  assumpsit  in  any  couii;  of  competent  jurisdiction. 
Provided,  however,  that  such  town  or  city  shall  have  author- 
ity to  recover  all  sums  paid  towards  the  maintenance  of  such 
boy  or  gii'l  at  said  school,  under  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
of  the  town  or  city  where  such  boy  or  girl  has  his  or  her  legal 
settlement. 

Skc.  2.  The  kindred  of  any  such  boy  or  girl  who  shall 
become  chargeable  to  any  town  or  city  by  reason  of  his  or  her 
sentence  to  said  school,  in  the  line  or  degree  of  father  or  grand- 
father, mother  or  grandmother,  by  consanguinity,  living  within 
this  State  and  of  sufficient  ability,  shall  be  bound  to  contribute 
towards  the  support  of  such  boy  or  girl  while  confined  in  said 
school  as  aforesaid,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  ability,  in 
noca  se  to  exceed  one  dollar  per  week.  ^ 

Sec.  8.    The  county  court  in  the  county  where  any  one  of 
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sQcb  kindred  to  be  charged  shall  reside,  upon  complaint  made 
by  any  town  which  shall  have  been  to  any  expense  for  the  main- 
tenance of  such  boy  or  girl  at  said  school  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  one  of  this  act,  may  on  due  hearing,  either 
upon  the  appearance  or  default  of  the  kindred  supposed  to  be 
chargeable,  assess  and  apportion  upon  such  of  the  kindred  as  they 
shall  find  to  be  of  sufficient  ability,  and  in  proportion  thereto, 
such  sum  as  they  shall  judge  reasonable, — not  to  exceed  one 
dollar  per  week, — towards  the  maintenance  of  such  boy  or  girl 
at  such  school  while  he  or  she  shall  remain  therein  under  sen- 
tence of  such  court  or  justice,  and  may  enforce  payment  thereof 
by  an  execution  in  common  form. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  court  shall  have  such  further  powers  and

Pending  the  consideration  of  which,  Mr.  Evans  ot  Moretown 
moved  that  the  bill  be  dismissed,  which  motion  was  lost.  Mr.

The  board  shall  take  cognizance  of  the  interests  of 
life  and  health  among  the  inhabitants  of  the  State  ;  shall  make 
or  cause  to  be  made  sanitary  investigations  in  respect  to  the  peo- 
ple ;  the  causes  of  disease,  and  more  especially  of  epidemics ;  the 
sources  of  mortality,  and  the  effects  of  localities,  employments, 
habits,  conditions  and  circumstances  of  life  on  the  public  health  ; 
and  shall  gather  information  in  respect  to  these  matters,  and  all 
other  kindred  subjects  which  shall  be  committed  to  it,  for  diffu- 
sion among  the  people  as  they  may  deem  best. 

Sec.  4.  The  board  shall  meet  biennially,  on  the  second  Thurs- 
day of  the  session  of  the  Legislature  at  Montpelier,  and  at  such 
other  times  ancl  places  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board,  the  pub- 
lic health  may  require.  The  secretary  shaU  be  the  executive 
officer  of  the  board  ;  shall  superintend  and  perform  the  work  pre- 
scribed in  this  act,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  board 
shall  direct.  He  shall  deliver  at  least  one  public  lecture  on  sani- 
tary science  and  the  laws  of  public  health  in  each  county  in  the 
State  during  each  year ;  shall  respond  to  the  invitations  of  the 
local  boards  of  health  hereinafter  provided  for,  in  case  of  epidem- 
ics, contagious  diseases,  or  other  unusual  sickness,  by  visiting  the 
locality,  or  in  such  other  way  as  may  be  deemed  best ;  shall  ren- 
der the  Secretary  of  State  all  necessary  assistance  in  making  up 
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the  RDDual  registration  report  of  the  State,  and  shall  anDuallj 
report  to  the  Governor  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  in 
each  year,  the  investigations,  discoveries  and  recommendations  of 
the  board,  which  report  shall  be  printed  and  distributed  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  public  documents  of  the  State.  For  his 
services  so  rendered  he  shall  receive  such  annual  salary  as  the 
board  shall  determine,  and  the  necessary  expenses  of  his  office,  to 
be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  State,  upon  approval  of  the  audi- 
tor of  accounts.  The  other  members  of  the  board  shall  receive 
no  compensation  save  their  actual  expenses  while  attending  to 
the  duties  of  the  board,  and  the  whole  expense  of  the  State  Board 
for  salary,  including  its  gecretary,  shall  not  exceed  fifteen  hun- 
dred dollars.  . 

Sec.  5.  The  selectmen  of  each  town,  or  the  mayor  and  alder- 
men of  each  city  in  the  State,  shall  constitute  a  board  of  health, 
tx  officio^  for  each  of  the  several  towns  and  cities  in  the  State,  of 
which  the  first  selectman  of  each  town  and  the  mayor  of  each  city 
shall  be  chairman.  They  shall  annually,  on  the  second  Tuesday 
of  March  of  each  year,  complete  their  organization  by  the  elec- 
tion of  a  secretary,  who  shall  be  a  physician,  and  who  shall  be 
allowed  such  compensation  from  the  town  or  city  treasury  as  the 
local  boards  shall  direct  The  local  boards  shall  act  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  State  Board  in  carrying  out  the  practical  intent  and 
operations  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  The  State  Board,  with  the  city  and  town  boards  of 
the  locality  concerned,  shall  have  authority  to  promulgate  such 
regulations  for  the  better  preservation  of  public  health  in  conta- 
gious or  epidemic  diseases  as  they  deem  best ;  and  any  person  or 
persons,  or  corporations,  neglecting  or  refusing,  after  having  been 
duly  notified  in  writing,  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  such 
regulations,  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  pay  a  fine  ior  each  and 
every  sach  offense,  to  be  recovered  upon  complaint  of  any  grand 
jiuror  of  the  several  towns,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  compe-

lication of  a  Digest  of  the  reports  of  the  Suprehie  Court  of  the 
State  for  the  use  of  the  State. 

And  that  in  pursuance  of  said  resolution  Mr.  Roberts  had  several 
interviews  with  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  Mr.  Charles 
Beed,  then  State  Librarian,  in  relation  to  his  preparing  and  pub- 
lishing said  Digest.  In  July,  1871,  Mr.  Reed  wrote  Mr.  Roberts 
requesting  him  to  make  proposals,  stating  that  the  Court  would 
make  no  other  contract  than  one  to  pay  •  a  gross  sum  for  four 
hundred  copies  of  the  Digest  delivered  to  the  State,  and  suggest- 
ed the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars,  at  which  he  thought  he 
would  get  the  contract.  Mr.  Roberts  replied,  August  1st,  1871, 
that  he  had  carefully  considered  the  matter  and  was  not  ready 
to  undertake  the  work  tor  less  than  six  thousand  dollars.  He 
received  no  reply  to  this  letter.

Whereas,  Eleven  years  have  elapsed  since  the  close  of  the 
war,  which  have  been  years  of  extravagance  and  gi*eat  indebted- 
ness, both  public  and  private,  promoted  in  a  large  measure  by 
our  irredeemable  paper  currency ;  therefore, 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives^  That 
the  present  time,  when  business  is  depressed,  while  the  value» 
oT  all  kinds  of  commodities  are  low,  and  large  amounts  of  cur* 
rency  are  lying  idle,  while  the  balance  oi  trade  is  in  our  favor^

away  therein,  any  such  liquor  or  intoxicating  drink  as  hereia 
named.  And  if  such  person  so  convicted  shall  re-open  or  re-oc» 
cupy  such  place  before  giving  such  bond,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a 
fine  of  ten  dollars,  payable  to  the  State  treasury,  for  each  day  in 
which  he  shall  keep  open  such  place  before  gving  such  bond,  with 
costs  of  prosecution.

interests  of  hnsbaudrj  and  the  promotion  of  agricultural  educa- 
tion in  the  State. 

In  case  of  yacancj  in  the  board  by  reason  of  the  death,  resigna- 
tion,  or  removal  from  the  State,  of  any  member,  or  from  any 
other  cause,  the  governor  shall  fill  the  vacancy  by  appointment  as 
in  other  cases. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  shall  hold  one  meeting  in  each  year,  and 
may  hold  as  many  more  as  it  shall  deem  expedient,  either  inde- 
pendently or  in  connection  with  any  society,  association,  or  other 
organization  devoted  to  the  same  general  object,  and  may,  in  its 
discretion,  employ  lecturers,  essayists,  experimenters,  or  other 
aids,  in  the  conducting  of  its  affairs,  and  shall,  as  far  as  may  be 
practicable,  aid  and  encourage  State  and  local  societies,  associa- 
tions and  clubs  in  their  efforts. 

The  members  of  the  board,  other  than  the  secretary,  shall 
receive  no  compensation  for  their  services,  but  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  their  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  the  discharge  of 
their  dbties. 

The  secretary  shall  not  have  or  pursue  any  other  business 
which  shall  in  any  manner  interfere  with  the  full  performance  of 
all  the  duties  herein  prescribed  or  which  may  be  assigned  to  him 
by  the  board,  and  he  shall  be  paid  an  annual  salary  of  one 
thousand  dollars  together  with  all  necessary  office  expenses  i 
including  postage,  etc.  ;  but  no  allowance  shall  be  made  to  him 
for  personal  expenses  unless  he  shall  be  detailed  by  the  board  to 
the  performance  of  special  service,  a  part  or  the  whole  of  which 
shall  be  without  the  State,  in  which  case  the  board  may,  in  its 
discretion,  direct  the  payment  of  his  expenses  which  shall  be 
audited  and  paid  by  the  avditor  of  accounts  io  the  same  manner

Will  the  House  agree  to  the  amendment 
to  the  amendment?  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative*  The  ques- 
tion now  being.  Will  the  House  agree  to  the  amendment  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  Martin  ?  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative,  yeas  67, 
nays  66. 

(The  previous  question  having  been  demanded  by  Hr.  Celley, 
of  Fairlee,  and  seconded  by  the  House.) 
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Whereupon  the  bill  as  amended  was  ordered  to  be  read  the 
third  time  to-morrow  morning.

Sec.  2.  The  first  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  board  shall 
be  held  on  the  call  of  the  governor,  when  they  shall  complete  the 
organization  of  the  board  bjr  appointing  a  secretary,  who  shall 
hold  his  office  till  his  successor  is  appointed,  and  shall  receive  for 
his  services  a  salary  of  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  the 
actual  rates  of  fare  paid  by  him  to  and  from  the  place  of  meeting, 
and  also  the  actual  expenses  of  postage,  stationery,  and  other 
office  expenses.  He  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  direction 
of  the  board  in  the  performance  of  any  duties  which  may  be 
assigned  him  by  the  board.     The  entire  expense  of  the  service 
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provided  for  io  this  and  the  foregoing  sectioa  shall  uot  exceed 
the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

Seo.  3.  The  board  shall  hold  at  least  one  business  meejiog  in 
each  year,  and  as  many  more  as  thej  shall  deem  expedient,  and  thej 
shall  hold  at  least  one  public  meeting  of  no:  more  than  three  dajs* 
duration  io  each  year,  either  independently  or  in  connection  with 
any  society,  association  or  other  organization  devoted  to  the  same 
general  object,  and  may  in  its  discretion  employ  lecturers,  essay- 
ists, experimenters,  or  other  aids  in  the  conducting  of  its  affairs, 
and  shall,  as  far  as  may  be  practicable,  aid  and  encourage  State 
and  local  societies,  associations,  and  farmers  and  mechanics'  Mubs 
io  their  labors  and  efforts. 

Which  was  disagreed  to ; 

Whereupon  the  bill  was  ordered  to  be  read  the  third  time 
next  Monday  morning.

S£c.  4.  The  sum  of  six  hundred  and  fiHy  thousand  dollars  is 
appropriated  for  paying  such  demands  against  the  State  as  may 
be  allowed  by  the  auditor  of  accounts,  and  such  orders  on  the 
treasury  as  may  be  drawn  by  county  clerks,  as  provided  by  law. 

Sso.  5.  The  sum  of  sixteen  thousand  dollars  is  appropriated 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  such  orders  as  may  be  drawn  to  pay  the 
contingent  and  incidental  expenses  ot  the  executive  and  treasury 
departments. 

Sec.  6.  The  sum  of  twenty-seven  thousand  dollars  is  appro- 
priated for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  interest  on  the  bonds  and 
other  debts  of  the  State. 

Sec.  7.  A  sum  not  exceeding  thirty-five  thousand  dollars  is 
appropriated  to  pay  the  current  expenses  of  the  Vermont  Reform 
School,  to  be  allowed  by  the  auditor  of  accounts,  who  shall  draw 
his  order  on  the  treasurer  in  favor  of  the  superintendent  on  his 
presenting  proper  vouchers  for  the  amount  of  the  expenses  in- 
curred, and  on  the  approval  of  a  majority  of  the  trustees  of  said 
institution. 

Sec.  8.  For  all  taxes  assessed  by  virtue  of  this  act  and  paid 
to  the  collector  of  the  same,  before  the  first  day  of  February  next 
af^er  the  issuing  by  the  treasurer  of  his  warrant  authorizing  the 
collection  of  the  same,  there  shall  be  allowed  by  the  collectors  to 
the  individuals  or  corporations  making  such  payment,  four  per 
cent,  on  the  amount  paid ;  and  the  sums  so  allowed  the  treasurer 
shall  credit  to  the  collector  on  settlement  of  his  tax  account,  pro- 
vided the  collector  pays  the  money  sc  collected  into  the  treasury 
before  the  fifth  day  of  said  February,  and  provided  further,,  that 
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DO  allowance  shall  be  made  on  a  sum  exceeding  the  amoant  due 
from  the  collector  to  the  State.

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117,  entitled  '*  An  act  to  pay  Nathan  Turner  Sprague,  Jr.,  the 
sum  therein  named,"  respectfully  report  that  they  have  con- 
sidered the  same,  and  submit  the  following  facts : 

That  an  attempt  was  made  by  leading  individuals  throughout 
the  State  during  the  opening  of  last  year  to  have  an  extra  session 
of  the  legislature  called,  with  a  view  to  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  erection  and  furnishing  of  a  building  upon  the 
Centennial  Exposition  grounds  in  Philadelphia,  for  the  use  of 
persons  from  Vermont,  etc.  The  governor  of  the  State  declined  . 
to  convene  the  legislature,  and  hence  no  authorized  State  action 
was  taken.  At  this  juncture  Mr.  N.  T.  Sprague,  Jr.,  proposed  to 
the  governor  that  if  citizens  of  the  State  would  furnish  the  furni- 
ture, etc.,  necessaij  to  furnish  a  building  for  the  purpose  named, 
he  would  erect  a  building  upon  said  grounds  without  expense  to 
the  State.  Owing  to  circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  said 
Sprague,  it  was  impossible  for  him  to  commence  the  erection  of 
«aid  building  until  about  fourteen  days  previous  to  the  opening  of 
the  grounds.  He  did,  however,  succeed  in  erecting  a  building 
which  was  completed  and  furnished  ready  for  use  on  the 
fourteenth  day  of  May,  four  days  after  the  opening  of  said  Expo- 
sition. This  building  was  not  as  large  or  commodious  as  Mr. 
Sprague  intended  it  should  be,  but  was  as  well  as  could  possibly 
be  done  under  all  the  circumstances  in  the  case.  The  building 
was  furnished  by  money  obtained  by  subscription,  and  was  used 
and  answered  a  geod  purpose  as  the  headquarters  for  Vermonters 
who  visited  the  Centennial  Exposition.  Mr.  Sprague  expended  in 
connection  with  said  building,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  and  forty- 
two  dollars ;  that  the  house  is  now  worth  two  hundred  and  fifty 
•dollars,  and  the  plumbing  is  worth  thirty  dollars,  leaving  the 
amount  which  Mr.  Sprague  has  expended  over  and  above  the 
value  of  the  property  at  this  time  twenty-one  hundred  and  sixty- 
two  dollars.

Ssa  2.  The  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  may  pass  such 
ordinances  as  they  may  think  proper,  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
infectious  or  contagious  diseases  amopg  cattle  and  other  animals 
within  their  respective  towns,  and  shall  inquire  into  all  violations 
of  this  chapter,  and  report  the  same  to  the  governor  for  immedi- 
ate prosecution. 

Sec.  8.  The  governor  may  appoint  a  board  of  cattle  commis- 
sioners, to  consist  of  three  members,  whenever  in  his  judgment 
the  public  safety  may  require,  and  may  terminate  their  commis- 
sions whenever  in  his  judgment  the  public  safety  may  permit 
The  compensation  of  such  commissioners  shall  not  exceed  three 
dollars  each,  per  day,  for  actual  service,  in  addition  to  their 
travelling  and  other  expenses  necessarily  incurred.

And  every 
person  who  shall  bring,  transport,  or  introduce  any  cattle  or  other 
domestic  animals  into  this  State,  afler  said  commissioners  or  any 
one  of  them  shall  have  issued  an  order  forbidding  the  same,  or 
after  the  commissioners  shall  have  published  for  five  successive 
days  an  order  in  such  newspapers  published  in  this  State  as  the 
commissioners  may  direct,  forbidding  such  introduction,  shall  be 
fined  not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  for  every  oflense,  and 
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every  officer  or  ageut  of  edj  compaay,  or  other  persons  who  shall 
violate  such  order,  shall  be  subject  to  the  fioe  aforesaid.  Id  case 
of  the  introduction  ihto  this  State  of  a  number  of  cattle  or  other 
domestic  animals,  contrary  to  the  orders  of  such  commissioners, 
the  introduction  of  each  animal  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  and 
distinct  offenso. 

Seo.  5.  Such  commissioners  shall  endeavor  to  obtain  fall 
information  in  relation  to  any  contagious  disease  which  may  pre- 
vail among  cattle  or  other  domestic  animals  near  the  borders  of 
the  State,  and  shall  publish  and  circulate  such  information  at 
their  discretion ;  and  should  any  such  disease  break  out,  or 
should  there  be  reasonable  suspicion  of  its  existence  among  cattle 
or  other  domestic  aiimals  in  any  town  in  this  State,  they  shall 
examine  the  cases  and  publish  the  result  of  their  examination  for 
the  benefit  of  the  public. 

Sec.  6.  If  any  person  during  the  existence  of  said  board  shall 
sell  or  offer  to  sell  any  cattle  or  other  domestic  animals,  or  any 
part  or  parts  thereof,  known  to  him  to  be  infected  with  any  con« 
tagious  disease,  or  with  any  disease  daugerons  to  the  public 
health,  or  shall  sell  or  offer  to  sell  milk  from  aay  such  cattle  or 
other  domestic  animals, — he  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  two  years,  or 
both  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  7.  The  commissioners  may  make  all  necessary  regula- 
tions for  the  prevention,  treatment,  cure  and  extirpation  of  audi 
disease ;  and  the  value  of  all  cattle  or  other  domestic  animals 
killed  by  the  written  order  of  the  commissioners  shall  be  appraised 
by  three  disinterested  persons  to  be  appointed  by  the  oommi»> 
sioners,  such  appraisal  to  be  made  just  before  the  cattle  or  other 
domestic  animals  are  killed ;  and  the  amount  ot  such  appraisal 
shall  be  paid  by  the  State  to  the  owner  of  such  cattle  or  other 
domestic  animals;  and  every  person  whoshnil  fail  to  comply  with 
any  regulation  by  them  so  made  shall  be  fined  not  more   than 
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three  hundred  dollars  or  be  imprisooed  DOt  more  than  one  year. 

Seo.  8.  Whenever  the  commissioners  shall  make  and  publish 
any  regulations  concerning  the  extirpation,  cure  or  treatment  of 
cattle  or  other  domestic  animals  infected  with,  or  which  have 
been  exposed  to  any  contagious  disease,  snch  regulations  shall 
supersede  the  regulations  made  by  the  authorities  of  the  several 
towns  and  cities  upon  the  same  subject ;  and  the  operation  of  such 
regulations  made  by  said  authorities  shall  be  suspended  during 
the  time  those  made  by  the  commissioners  as  aforesaid  shall  be 
in  force. 

Sbc.  9.  The  commissioners  shall  keep  a  record  of  their 
doings  and  make  a  report  of  the  same  to  the  governor  in  the 
mouth  of  September  next  after  their  appointment,  unless  sooner 
required  by  the  governor. 

Seo.  10.  All  orders,  appointments  and  notices  from  the  com- 
missioners, except  the  order  of  notice  provided  for  in  section  four, 
shall  bear  the  signature  of  the  chairman  and  secretary. 

Sec.  11.  Every  prosecution  for  a  violation  of  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter  shall  be  commenced  within  thirty  days 
from  the  commission  thereof. 

Seo.  12.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

The  village  of 'Brattleboro  is  hereby  authorized  to 
repair  and  rebuild,  when  necessary,  all  tfald  bridges  within  the 
chartered  limits  of  said  village,  thereby  relieving  the  town  of 
Brattleboro  from  all  such  expense. 

Sec.  22.  If  any  special  damage  shall  happen  to  any  person, 
his  team,  carriage,  or  other  property  by  means  of  the  insufficiency 
or  want  of  repair  of  any  sidewalk,  highway  or  bridge,  within 
the  limits  of  such  village,  which  such  village  is  liable  to  keep  in 
repair,  the  person  sustaining  such  damages  shall  have  the  right  to 
recover  the  same  of  said  village,  in  an  action  on  the  case,  in  any 
court  proper  to  try  the  same,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
extent  as  is  provided  for  in  chapter  twenty-five  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  this  State,  providing  for  'the  liabilities  of  towns  in 
like  cases.  The  notice  required  to  be  given  to  any  town  for 
iojaries  received,  or  damage  sustained  through  the  insufficiency 
of  any  road  or  bridge,  by  the  person  injured  or  claiming  damages, 
agreeably  to  section  forty-two  of  chapter  twenty-five  of  the  Gen- 
eral Statutes,  and  the  act  in  amendment  thereof,  approved 
November  24,  1874,  instead  of  being  given  to  one  or  more  of  the 
flelectmen  of  the  town,  shall  be  given  to  one  or  more  of  the  bail* 
iffs  of  said  village.

lowing : 

Seo.  4.  The  govefDor  shall  appoint  three  commiBBioners, 
whose  daty  it  shall  he  to  ascertain  if  any  county  will  contribute 
twenty  thousand  dollars  towards  the  purchase  of  land  and  the 
erection  of  the  work-house  thereon  in  such  county,  on  condition 
that  such  county  shall  have  the  use  of  the  work-house  for  the  pur- 
poses of  a  jail,  as  mentioned  in  section  five  of  this  act,  and  if  any 
county  shall  make  such  contribution  within  one  year  from  the 
passage  of  this  act,  the  said  commissioners  shall  thereupon  pro- 
ceed to  select  a  proper  site  for  the  location  of  said  work-house  in 
such  county,  with  proper  grounds  attached  thereto,  of  not  more 
Ihan  two  hundred  and  fifty  acres.

Sec.  5.  The  said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorised  and 
empowered  to  purchase  land  for  such  site,  in  such  county  in  this 
State  as  will  contribute  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars 
towards  the  establishment  of  said  work-house  ;  and  when  any 
county  shall  contribute  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  as 
aforesaid,  and  pay  over  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  the  State, 
said  commiraioners  shall  thereupon  locate  said  work  house  in  such 
place  in  said  county  as  in  their  judgment  shall  seem  best,  and 
immediately  upon  the  purchase  of  said  land  and  obtaining  pos- 
session thereof,  the  said  board  of  commissioners  shall  proceed  to 
«rect  suitable  buildings  thereon  for  the  detention  and  employment 
of  all  persons  consigned  thereto,  and  the  county  in  which  such 
work-house  is  located  shall  have  a  right  to  uce  the  same  for  a 
common  jail  for  said  county,  and  the  superintendent  of  such  work- 
house shall  perform  the  same  duties,  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
tiabilities  of  keepers  of  jails  as  provided  in  chapter  one  hundred 
And  twenty-one  of  the  General  Statutes,  so  far  as  said  work- house 
tfl  used  as  a  jail  for  said  county.     The  building  shall  be  arranged 
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for  the  complete  separatioa  of  the  sexes,  and  their  separation 
shall  be  strictly  maiDtaiDed,  except  when  assembled  for  moral  or 
religious  iostractioo.  The  said  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars^ 
when  contributed  by  said  county,  and  a  further  sum  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  par* 
chasing  said  site,  and  erecting  buildings  a^d  enclosures  thereon. 

Also  by  striking  out  in  section  iouitecn  the  words  ^*  and  the 
first  election  of  directors  shall  be  made  at  the  present  session  ok 
the  General  Assembly,"  and  insetting  in  lieu  thereof  the  follow- 
ing :  ^'  the  governor  shall  appoint  the  first  directors,  who  shall 
hold  their  office  from  the  date  of  their  appointment ;  " 

Which  amendments  were  agreed  to.

Such  certificate  shall  be  recorded  in  a  book  provided 
and  kept  for  the  purpose  by  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  in  the 
State,  which  book  shall  bear  the  title  and  inscription  and  shall  be 
styled  the  medical  register  of  county,  and  the  fee 

for  recording  the  same  shall  be  twenty-five  cents. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  to  whom  a  certificate  is  issued  by  a  board

Said  cen- 
sors shall  also  have  power  to  revoke  or  annul  any  certificate,  if  in 
their  judgment  the  person  holding  it  has  obtained  it  fraudulently, 
or  has,  by  crime  or  misdemeanor,  whereof  fauch  person  shall  have 
been  duly  convicted,  forfeited  all  right  to  public  confidence. 

Sec.  8.  It  is  hereby  declared  a  misdemeanor  for  any  person 
to  practice  medicine,  surgery,  or  midwifery  in  this  State,  unless 
authorized  so  to  do  by  a  certificate  as  herein  provided.

REPORTS  OF  THE  FISH  COMMISSIONERS  FOR  THE 
STATE   OF  VERMONT,  FOR  1875-6. 

To  H%»  Excellency;  Horace  Fairbanks, 

Governor  of  Vermont : 

The  sources  from  which  food  fish  are  derived  io  Vermont  are 
the  public  and  private  waters  of  the  State. 

The  pnblic  waters  are  those  where  the  land  under  the  water 
has  not  been  ceded  by  the  government,  for  the  time  in  power,  by 
grant  or  sale. 

The  private  waters  are  those  in  which  the  land  under  the  water 
is  owned  by  individuals  or  corporations.  Where  lands  are  deeded 
as  bounded  on  streanos,  the  owners  of  the  land  hold  to  the  middle 
of  the  stream,  unless  the  boundaries  of  the  ceded  property  are 
described  as  by  certain  monuments  along  the  course  of  the  stream. 
A  right  of  way  in  navigable  waters  does  not  alter  the  rights  of 
the  shore  owners  as  to  any  use  of  the  waters  other  than  as  to  the 
right  of  way.  The  franchise  of  running  logs  in  a  stream  does 
not  include  or  make  public  the  right  of  fishing  in  it.  The  right 
of  the  land  owners  to  the  exclusive  right  of  fishing  in  all  streams 
in  this  State,  is  absolute  except  as  modified  by  the  constitution. 
Nor  does  this  right  lapse  by  non-usage  or  by  public  occupancy. 

However  long  the  public  or  individuals  may  have  fished  without 
let  or  hindrance,  the  owner  of  the  land  beneath  the  water  may 
resume  the  exclusive  right  without  other  question  than  the  preju- 
dice of  venerable  trespass.  Nor  is  there  any  limitation  to  the 
enjoyment  of  his  exclusive  right  other  than  those  laws  passed  by 
the  legislature  regulating  the  interdependence  of  the  several  fish- 
ing interests  of  the  various  riparian  owners. 

In  public  waters,  that  is  in  those  in  which  the  title  to  the  land 
under  the  waters  remains  in,  the  State,  the  fishing  is  free  to  all 
comers^  subject  only  to  the  laws  enacted  for  the  regulation  of  the 
fisheries  therein.  A  man,  for  instance,  may  fish  wherever  he 
pleases  on  Lake  Champlain,  up  to  high  water  mark,  but  he  may 
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not  lawfully  put  his  foot  upon  the  laud  beyond  that  point,  save  by 
consent  of  the  owner  of  the  land. 

In  effect,  the  fisheries  in  brooks  or  larger  streams,  though  un- 
questionably as  much  private  as  is  the  pasturage  of  the  adjoining 
land,  are  in  the  same  condition  as  public  fisheries,  since  in  the 
pursuit  of  the  trespasser  the  damage  awarded  is  the  damage  to 
the  grass  on  the  banks,  six  cents,  perhaps,  and  a  per  contra  of  a 
lawyer's  fee  of  ten  dollars. 

What  interpretation  our  courts  will  give  to  the  constitutional 
provisions,  enacted  at  a  time  when  fishing  and  hunting  in  the  wild 
and  unoccupied  territory  of  the  State,  were  profitable  and  neces- 
sary industries,  operating  in  very  different  conditions,  is  not 
known. 

At  present  we  have  no  means  for  knowing  the  amount  or  value 
of  the  edible  fish  taken  within  the  boundaries  of  the  State.  A 
yery  considerable  number  of  persons  are  engaged,  during'  the 
season,  in  the  capture  and  sale  of  fish.  The  more  compact  body 
of  these  fishermen  is  A>und  in  the  towns  bordering  on  Lake 
Ohamplain.  Yet,  in  every  town,  almost,  there  are  men  and  boys 
who  eke  out  a  living  by  the  capture  of  fish,  though  but  in  few 
localities  is  the  occupation  a  profitable  industry. 

Trout  raising  is  fast  becoming  a  settled  and  profitable  occupft- 
tion.  Quite  a  large  number  of  our  citizens  have  engaged  in  it^ 
some  tentatively,  with  small  means;  and  a  few  have  already 
some  thousands  of  dollars  invested  in  ponds  and  fixtures.  In 
this,  Vermont  is  already  ahead  of  all  other  States,  as  to  the  enter- 
prise, intelligence  and  success  with  which  the  industry  is  pur. 
sued.  An  important  discovery — the  most  important  ever  made 
in  trout  culture,  has  been  made  in  Rutland — a  discovery  which 
lifts  the  domestic  culture  of  trout  from  out  the  domains  of  fancy 
occupation  into  a  settled^  simple  and  profitable  industry.  That 
is,  the  discovery  that  trout  can  be  successfully  reared  on  com 
bread,  or  any  other  kind  of  bread.  By  this  it  is  demonstrated 
that  the  cost  of  rearing  can  be  diminished  at  least  to  one  quarter 
of  the  former  cost,  and  that  the  flavor  of  the  flesh  is  fully  as  good 
as  that  of  the  wild  trout. 
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A  very  considerable  number  of  brooks  have  been  preserved, 
more  or  less  efficiently,  under  color  of,  rather  than  by  the  effi- 
ciency of,  the  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  legislature.  In 
a  very  large  number  of  cases,  attempts  have  been  made  by  the 
owners  to  preserve  their  brooks — ^but  without  effect,  for  the  reason 
that  trout,  not  being  identifiable,  it  has  not  been  found  practicable 
to  convict  trespassers  under  the  present  law.  Persons  are  fre- 
quently seen  catching  fish  in  brooks  duly  posted — but  the  offend- 
ers  generally  takiug  care  to  have  a  few  dace  in  their  baskets,  and 
the  owners  never  being  able  to  get  near  enough  to  the  trespasser 
to  distinguish  between  the  kinds  of  fish  being  caught^  the  neces- 
sary evidence  could  not  be  had.  The  law  itself  is  a  little  equivo- 
cal in  its  language  in  regard  to  the  conditions  precedent  necessary 
to  bring  the  property  in  the  case  of  brooks  within  the  terms  of  the 
law.  A  very  general  opinion  prevails  that  such  a  rearing  of 
trout  as  renders  them  private  property  embraces  such  confine- 
ment as  places  them  under  the  immediate  and  complete  control  of 
the  quasi  owner.     Such  confinement  is  not  practicable  in  brooks. 

The  unlawful  capture  of  fish  of  nearly  all  kinds  is  still  almost 
uninterruptedly  pursued,  both  in  method  and  in  season.  Immense 
numbers  of  immature  fiah  are  taken  with  seines  of  small  mesh  and 
are  thrown  away.  Trout  are  taken  in  spawning  season,  and  by 
nets  out  of  it  Pike,  black  bass  and  other  fish  are  mercilessly 
killed  on  ihe  marshes  while  spawning.  Little  fingerling  trout, 
wholly  unfit  for  food,  are  taken  in  countless  numbers ;  and,  alto- 
gether, by  reason  of  one  kind  and  another  of  unlawful  and  wanton 
destruction,  the  depopulation  of  our  waters  slowly  works  its  way 
to  the  aonthiljition  of  all  profitable  fishing.  The  salmon  with 
which,  at  considerable  expen^to  to  the  State,  we  Have  attempted  to 
repopulate  our  waters  have  been,  sometimes  ignorantly,  it  is  true, 
taken  in  great  numbers  and  consumed  or  offered  for  sale 

Some  of  the  reasons  for  this  state  of  things  it  is  easy  to  find, 
the  chief  of  which  is  that,  though  the  law  is  in  many  respects 
well  enough,  there  is  no  one  to  see  to  its  execution.  Something 
has  been  done  in  this  direction  by  voluntary  associations,  formed 
for  the  protection  of  fish  and  game. 
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The  protection  of  fish  appeals  to  no  efficient  moral  sense.  The 
unlawful  or  wanton  capture  of  fish  outrages  no  moral  sense  or 
love  of  the  good  order  of  society.  As  the  thing  now  stands  fish 
are  not  property  except  in  artificial  enclosures,  and  that  use  of 
land  which  carries  with  it,  in  equity,  the  valuable  right  of  capture 
is  not  protected  by  any  law  worth  the  mentioning.  It  is  hard  to 
convince  the  ordinary  fisherman  that  it  is  any  offense  against 
property  rights  to  enter  upon  another's  lands  to  take  that  in  which 
he  has  as  much  ownership  as  the  land-owner  has.  He  sees  in  it 
a  trespass  only  upon  the  land.  The  only  damage  he  appreciates 
is  the  damage  to  the  grass  or  whatever  other  crop  he  may  injure 
He  is  justified  measurably  by  the  law  of  the  State,  which  has 
hardly  yet  recognized. that  the  right  to  take  fish,  that  the  use  of 
land  which  is  concerned  in  the  growth  and  catching  of  fish,  has 
any  real  value  worthy  of  adequate  protection. 

Then,  again,  even  those  who  would  be  glad  to  see  the  laws  gov- 
erning the  capture  of  fish  executed,  fear,  in  most  instances,  to 
instigate  the  legal  processes  already  provided  to  prevent  unlawful 
fishing,  for  the  fear  that  the  habitual  transgressors,  who  are  com- 
monly,  not   exclusively,   a  set   ot    worthless   vagabonds, — will 
retaliate   upon  the  law-abiding  citizen  if  he  causes  them  to  be 
prosecuted,  by  burning  his  barns  and  houses.     These  weak-kneed 
fellow-citizens  of  ours  have  often  told  me,  when  I  have  urged 
them  to  have  the  offenders  punished,  that  they  are  afraid  to  do  so 
because  of  the  probability  or  possibility  of  having  their  premises 
fii:ed  in  revenge.     It  is  obvious  from  this  statement  of  notorious 
facts  that  some  other  legislation  than  that  now  existing  must  be 
had  if  the  private  waters  of  the  State  are  to  be  repopulated  and 
made  productive  and  profitable  sources  of  food,  and,  consequently, 
of  public  wealth. 

So  far  as  private  waters  are  concerned,  the  great  cost  of  fish 
wardens  to  guard  the  streams  from  trespass  would  be  impractica- 
ble. Indeed,  to  protect  the  public  fisheries  to  such  a  degree  of 
efficiency  as  to  subject  them  to  strict  police  discipline,  by  officers 
specially  appointed  to  the  service,  would  hardly  be  warranted 
except  at  a  few  isolated  points. 
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I  beg  to  remind  your  excellency  that  daring  a  somewhat 
extended  toar  throagh  Europe,  I  made  it  a  special  business  to 
acquaint  myself  fully  with,  not  only  the  laws  in  force  in  relation 
to  the  fisheries  in  each  country,  bat  also  to  inform  myself  with 
regard  to  their  practical  operation  in  each,  both  with  reference  to 
facility  of  enforcement,  and  their  economical. e£fect8.  I  found  all 
over  that  country,  except  in  a  few  of  the  dismantle'd  States,  the 
exclusiye  right  of  fishing  went  with  the  ownership  of  the  soil 
beneath  the  water ;  that  this  right  was  affirmed  by  statute  and 
enforced  by  courts,  and  that  these  rights  were  guarded  at  private 
not  public  cost  That  people,  backed  by  the  law  and  armed  with 
it,  in  some  degree,  protected  their  fisheries  just  as  they  protected 
their  cattle.  Added  to  this  were  those  police  regulations  relating 
to  the  interdependence  of  these  rights.  Although,  in  Europe,  as 
in  this  country,  trout  and  other  fish  in  running  streams  are  not 
property,  and  that  for  the  reason  in  the  common  law,  to  wit :  that 
they  are  not  identifiable  and  are  not  within  that  control  which 
makes  them  completely  subject  to  the  land-owner's  will,  yet  the 
right  of  excluding  any  person  from  the  banks  or  streams  is  so 
guarded  as  (in  effect)  to  give  the  landlord  the  fishing  as  a  prop- 
erty right  and  a  quasi  or  conditional  ownership  of  the  fish.  In- 
deed, the  conditional  or  qualified  property  in  the  fish  stands  on  the 
same  grounds  with  that  pertaining  to  the  water  in  a  stream.  A 
man  does  not  own  the  water  until  he  takes  it  into  his  bucket. 
Then  it  is  property.  Still,  he  can  prevent  any  one  else  from 
taking  any  of  the  water  until  it  has  flowed  over  and  past  his  land. 
Complete  as  is  his  first  and  exclusive  use  of  the  water  flowing 
over  his  land,  he  may  not  use  it  wantonly  or  wastefully,  or  so  befoul 
it  as  to  unfit  it  for  the  owner  below.  The  fishing  right  is  analo- 
gous to  this.  The  landlord  may  catch  the  fish  on  his  premises  in 
a  proper  way  or  to  a  reasonable  extent,  but  he  may  not  place  any 
obstruction  to  prevent  the  free  passage  of  fish  up  and  down  the 
stream. 

In  some  parts  of  Europe,  and,  indeed,  in  almost  all,  the  fisheries 
are  watched  by  game-keepers.     The  State  police  are  principally 
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occapied,  in  the  matter  of  fisheries,  in  seeing  that  those  who  fish 
have  the  proper  license  so  to  do. 

The  machinery  of  the  law  is  this  in  substance : 

1st.  The  right  of  the  proprietor  of  the  land  to  the  exclusive 
use  of  the  fishing  is  affirmed. 

2d.  The  ordinar/^trespass  law  is  so  modified  as  to  have  special 
reference  to  the  occasion.  It  is  not  necessary  to  show  that  a  man 
has  taken  fish  from  a  stream.  It  is  only  necessary  to  show  that 
he  was  seen  walking  along  or  about  one  with  the  implements  nec- 
essary to  catching  fish,  such  as  a  rod  and  line  or  net^  Such  a 
trespass  is  an  offtMt  against  the  commonwealih^  punishable  by  fine 
or  imprisonment.  It  is  a  trespass  upon  the  fishing  as  well  as  a 
trespass  on  the  land.  If  the  trespasser  has  taken  trout,  by  the 
taking  the  trout  has  become  property,  and  if  the  trespasser  takes 
|t  away  he  may  be  pursued  for  thefl  or  for  the  value  of  the  prop- 
erty. This  is  the  substance  of  the  laws  in  force  wherever  trout 
or  other  fishing  is  preserved. 

The  effects  of  these  laws  are,  first,  that  fishings  are  protected, 
and  being  valuable  rights,  wiih  a  fixed  market  value,  may  be 
rented  or  used  by  the  owner ;  the  fish  are  cared  for,  the  streams 
are  not  over  fished,  and  there  is  not  a  country  in  Europe  fit  for 
trout-raising  in  which  I  was  not  able  to  purchase  trout  cheaper 
than  in  Vermont.  In  most  instances  the  rental  values  of  the 
streams  are  greater  than  the  food  values,  or,  in  other  words,  in 
most  cases,  near  cities,  or  accessible  by  rail,  the  brooks  rent  for 
more  than  the  fish  caught  will  sell  for.  I  saw  one  brook  in  the 
Tyrolese  Alps,  with  an  average  width  of  about  four  feet,  running 
about  two  miles  before  it  emptied  into  a  large  stream,  for  which 
the  annual  rental  paid  was  $4S0,  and  from  the  renter,  who  was  a 
hotel-keeper,  I  procured  a  capital  dinner  of  trout  for  fifiy  cents, 
and  I  a  Yankee  predestined  to  be  fleeced  at  that.  So  VHhiHble  are 
these  brooks,  that  I  think  such  brooks  even  in  Yormout,  if  acces- 
sible by  rail^  cou!d  be  rented  for  SlUO  annually,  and  that  in  many 
of  our  mountam  farms  the  trout  brooks  running  through  them 
will  yield  a  rental  greater  than  all  the  other  profits  of  the  farm, — 
that  is,  would  be,  if  thej  could  be  protected  as  they  are  in  Europe. 
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The  cost  of  protectioQ  wonld  be  greatly  less  in  VermoDt  than  in 
England,  because  in  the  latter  the  tenant  of  the  land  adjoining 
brooks  is  presamablj  a  poacher  rather  than  a  keeper,  and  this  foi 
the  reason  that  the  landlord  does  not  commonly  rent  the  fishing 
with  the  land.  He  has  to  employ  game-keepers  at  great  cost.  In 
Vermont  the  tenant  of  the  land  is  commonly  the  owner  of  the 
land,  and  in  no  case  is  the  fishing  reservedr  Oar  lands  are  sub- 
divided so  much  that  no  poacher  could  well  trespass  without  risk 
of  detection,  and  the  tenant  is  commonly  the  owner. 

As  with  us  there  is  no  law  efficient  to  prevent  trespass,  the 
farmer  gives  but  little  heed  to  unlawful  fishing.  But  if  he  had  a 
money  interest  in  the  fish  produced  or  the  fishing,  it  is  safe  to 
assume  that  he  would  be  a  quick  detective  to  discover  dfiTenses. 

While  it  is  true  that  private  fisheries  are  now  of  little  or  no 
value  to  anybody,  and,  presumably,  will  soon  be  utterly  valueless, 
it  can  be  safely  affirmed  that  with  the  adoption  of  laws  like  those 
now  in  force  in  Europe, — modified,  of  course,  to  suit  our  civiliza- 
tion,— we  may  with  great  certainty  expect  that  our  depopulated 
streams  will  become  as  productive  as  are  the  streams  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  continent.  We  are  the  more  assured  of  this 
result,  since  in  these  countries  wherever  the  right  of  fishing  has 
existed  but  a  few  years  as  it  is  with  us,  the  streams  have  so 
quickly  become  exhausted  as  to  force,  by  popular  acclamation, 
the  re- establishment  of  the  protective  system.  In  Bohemia,  with- 
in the  last  forty  years,  the  long  protected  fishings  were  abandoned 
to  just  such  general  and  unrestrained  occupancy  as  exists  with  us  , 
to-day,  and  in  three  years  the  streams  became  so  depopulated  as 
to  force  the  speedy  re-enactment  of  protecting  laws,  and  it  would 
be  hard  to-day  to  get  the  consent  of  prince  or  peasant  to  the 
adoption  of  the  Vermont  system.  Ahead  as  we  are  of  other 
countries  in  wise  and  just  legislation,  we  are  behind  in  this.  If 
in  the  German  States  or  in  England  the  people  should  begin  in 
large  numbers  to  trample  upon  game  rights,  as  everybody  does 
here  and  everybody  submits  to,  such  a  commotion  would  be 
aroused  amongst  them  as  would  almost  shake  the  foundations  of 
government.     In  some  of  the  Austrian  States  this  determination 
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among  the  land  holders  to  prevent  the  privileged  classes  from 
trespassing  upon  their  shootings  and  fishings  was  a  large  factor 
in  the  overturn  of  the  government. 

There  can  be  no  safer  rule  for  legislation  than  that  which  heeds 
the  teachings  of  history,  and  it  is  always  safe  to  assume  that  laws 
which  have  worked  successfully  and  satisfactorily  among  a  kin- 
dred people  will  do  well  in  ours.  The  legislation  which  has  been 
successful,  and  which  in  England  has  stood  the  test  of  years  oi 
trial,  which  has  given  satisfaction  to  all  order-loving  and  law- 
abiding  people,  which  has  added  largely  to  its  wealth  and  worked 
DO  ill  to  anybody,  may  be  presumed  to  be  suited  to  our  people. 
The  game  laws  of  Great  Britain  (for  the  fishing  laws  are  a  part 
of  the  game  code,)  are  popular  laws,  found  fault  with  by  none 
but  the  lawless  classes.  Whatever  of  agitation  there  may  have 
been  upon  the  subject  has  been,  not  to  abrogate  the  game  laws, 
but  to  so  arrange  it  that  the  tenants  of  the  rented  lands  should 
have  the  right  to  kill  such  kinds  of  game  as  were  destructive  to 
crops  when  too  abundant.  There  never  has  been  any  question 
about  the  beneficence  of  the  fishing  laws,  by  any  class  high  or 
low.  The  universal  experience  of  all  the  European  States  has 
been  that  streams  are  more  valuable,  bring  larger  rentals,  pro- 
duce more  fish,  and  fish  is  sold  the  cheaper,  because  of  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  law's  protection. 

In  view  of  all  these  considerations,  I  have  respectfully  to  rec- 
ommend that  laws  should  be  passed  in  addition  to  those  on  the 
statute  book,  as  follows  : 

1st.  A  declaratory  statute  to  the  effect  that  fisheries  shall 
belong  exclusively  to  the  owner  of  the  land  under  the  water. 

2d.  That  this  law  shall  have  efiect  only  in  cases  where  the 
land  owner  shall  so  post  his  land  in  convenient  and  fit  places,  for- 
bidding all  persons  from  fishing  on  his  premises,  as  to  give  due 
notice. 

8d.  That  any  person  seen  fishing  on  promises  thus  posted,  or 
seen  on  suoh  premises  with  fishing  tackle,  nets,  or  any  instni« 
ments  for  the  capture  of  fizth,  with  evident  intent  to  fish  thereon, 
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shall  be  guiltj  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  panisbed  on  con- 
▼iction  with  fine  or  imprisonment  or  by  both. 

4th.  That  the  owner  of  posted  lands  may  pursue  the  offender 
in  the  civil  courts  for  the  value  of  the  fish  taken. 

5th.  That  no  owner  of  posted  lands  shall  be  allowed  to  catch 
fish  on  his  premises  except  in  the  seasons  and  by  the  methods  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

6th.'  That  no  owner  shall  be  allowed  to  erect  any  device  for 
the  capture  of  fish  which  shall  extend  more  than  half  way  across 
the  stream,  or  maintain  any  such  device,  net  or  other  thing  for 
the  taking  of  fish  in  a  stream  from  sundown  Saturday  night  until 
sunrise  on  Monday  morning. 

7th.  That  any  one  who  buys  fish  out  of  the  season  provided 
lor  their  capture,  or  sells  them,  or  carries  them  into  or  out  of  the 
State,  or  carries  them  anywhere  in  the  State,  shall  be  punished 
as  ii  he  had  taken  them  out  of  season ;  and  so  with  any  fish  taken 
in  any  way  unlawfully. 

8th.  That  the  civil  authority  of  any  town,  or  the  voters  there- 
in, may  appoint  fish  wardens  who  shall  be  clothed  with  necessary 
police  power ;  the  said  wardens  to  see  to  the  execution  of  the 
State  law,  but  to  be  paid  by  the  towns  appointing  them.  Such 
wardens  to  guard  only  public  fisheries. 

As  to  the  doings  of  your  Fishery  Commission  since  the  last  . 
session  of  the  legislature,  I  must  refer  your  honor  to  the  accom. 
panying  report  of  Dr.  Edmunds,  who  has  had  the  most  to  do  in 
that  interval  with  the  matter  of  the  expenditures  of  the  public 
money  placed  at  our  disposal,  and  with  the  distribution  of  fish. 
This  much  I  may  say  that  in  our  judgment  it  was  thought  best 
to  incur  no  further  expense  in  the  matter  of  salmon  until  the 
results  of  the  work  already  done  can  be  seen.  If  it  shall  event- 
ually turn  out,  that  the  fishways,  already  erected  and  in  process 
of  erection  on  the  Connecticut  river,  will  permit  the  easy  ascent 
of  salmon  and  their  congeners  in  habit,  then  it  will  be  easy  to  re- 
stock all  the  fit  streams  in  the  valley  of  the  Connecticut.  Until 
that  is  demonstrated  we  have  regarded  it  as  unwise  to  go  to  any 
further  expense. 
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When  we  have  succeeded  in  procuring  the  river  bass  for  trial 
in  a  few  streams,  (which  will  probably  be  done  this  fall,  if  Dr. 
Edmunds  has  not  obtained  them  already,)  my  impression  is  that 
little  or  no  further  means  will  bo  required  at  present.  This  I  say 
without  consultation  with  my  colleague.  There  may  be  in  con- 
nection with  his  share  of  the  work  something  further  to  be  done 
of  which  I  do  not  know. 

In  any  event,  if  anything  more  is  desired  by  the  legislature  in 
the  further  distribution  of  fish,  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that 
the  best  interests  of  the  State  will  be  served  by  the  erection  of  a 
State  hatching  house,  from  and  by  means  of  which  the  waters  of 
our  Commonwealth  can  be  more  successfully  and  more  cheaply 
stocked  than  by  purchasing,  as  the  commissioners  have  been 
obliged  to  do.  Such  an  establishment  costing  not  over  $1,000  or 
$1,500  would  in  a  few  years  almost  pay  its  running  expenses,  as 
well  as  afford  to  the  people  of  the  State  a  convenient  place  from 
which  to  procure  the  various  new  fishes  finding  favor  among 
fish  culturists. 

The  experience  of  all  the  States  testing  the  matter  has  shown 
that  so  far  as  public  waters  are  cTonoerned  it  costs  a  hundred  fold 
less  to  hatch  out  fish  so  abundantly  as  to  fill  all  the  measure  of 
the  public  waters,  than  to  guard  them  by  wardens  and  punish 
offenders.

To  His  Excellency f  Horace  Fairbanks, 

Governor  of  Vermont. '^ 

I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  8d  instant,  relative  to 
the  joint  resolution  of  the  legislature  touching  the  expenditoroB 
of  money  by  me  as  Fish  Commissioner  during  the  last  four  yean. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  lay  before  the  legislature  the  ac- 
companying details  at  so  early  a  day. 

The  preamble  of  the  resolution  asserting  that  it  was  the  under- 
signed who  had  "  expended  all  or  nearly  all  of  the  money,"  is 
quite  true  indeed.  I  am  able  to  say  to  the  legislature,  through 
your  excellency,  that  I  have  done  all  the  hard  work  of  the  com- 
mission ;  that  many  and  many  a  time  in  the  last  four  years  I 
have  given  from  thirty  to  sixty-one  consecutive  hours'  labor  in 
the  work  of  transporting  fish,  and  for  which  no  adequate  pay 
could  be  rendered  me,  except  through  a  grateful  remembrance 
of  an  attempt  to  benefit  the  people  of  the  State.  If  labor — ^yes, 
hard  labor — needs  rewarding,  it  is  to  have  your  personal  enemy, 
in  the  shape  and  semblance  of  a  man,  calling  the  attention  of 
the  legislature  to  a  matter  that  could  easily  be  found  out  by  com^-^ 
suiting  the  auditor's  office.  As  I  place  this  matter  in  the  hands 
of  the  people's  representatives,  I  do,  sir,  forgive  them  for  their 
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hasty  action,  as  the  animas  of  the  resolution  is  wholly  a  personal 
affair,  and  one  that  would  never  have  been  thought  oi  but  for 
the  fertile  mind  of  a  rascal.  I  therefore  accept  the  challenge  in 
that  spirit  that  would  exonerate  all  innocent  parties,  and  place 
the  matter  where  it  belongs — in  the  authorship  of  the  resolution. 

My  expenditures  have  been  from  time  to  time  closely  scruti-  ' 
nized  by  the  auditor  of  accounts,  and  I  did  not  suppose  that 
my  "  ways  were  so  dark  or  my  tricks  were  so  vain"  as  to  escape 
his  vigilant  eye.  In  spite  of  his  vigilance,  however,  the  legis- 
lature proposes  to  look  up  the  matter,  which,  no  doubt,  is  proper, 
— but  why  discriminate,  gentlemen?  A  thousand  dollara  is 
appropriated  to  the  Board  of  Agi'icultufe  and  to  the  Daiiymen's 
Association,  and  does  the  legislature  ask  them  to  report  in 
detail?  No.  When  I  stop  to  reflect  on  the  graces  that  adorn 
the  faces  of  individuals  as  well  as  legislative  bodies,  I  can  hardly 
bring  myself  to  believe  them  to  be  more  honest,  "  more  wise, 
or  more  noted  for  wisdom,*'  than  the  average  citizen,  when  they 
publicly  attack  one  branch  of  the  public  service  to  the  exclusion 
of  all  others. 

I  most  respectfully  desire  the  legislature  to  make  a  full  and 
complete  investigation  of  all  the  doings  of  the  commission  in 
items  of  expenditures  from  the  auditor's  office,  if  they  desire,  and 
then  say  whether  it  is  a  wise  or  unwise  expenditure  of  money. 
I  conceive  this  to  be  the  highest  duty  you  can  render  the  State ; 
but  when  you  give  eai'  to  an  enemy  ot  mine,  who  has  privately 
maligned  me,  I  then  feel  that  you  have  stepped  down  and  out 
of  your  high  office  as  legislators  and  become  persecutors.  I 
stand  arraigned  before  your  honorable  body  in  the  spirit  that 
attaches  opprobrium  to  the  office  I  hold,  and  I  therefore  resent 
the  insult  that  has  been  offered  me  by  one  of  your  body — the 
(should  be)  honorable  member  from  Weston — and  say  to  him 
that  all  ray  expenditures  are  itemized  in  the  auditor's  office, 
which  he  is  at  liberty  to  scrutinize  and  use  as  he  chooses. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  I  have  to  repeat  the  inadequacy  of 
pay  given  me  for  services  performed,  which  makes  my  endeavor 
only  to  be  rewarded  in  that  good   time  when  results  follow. 
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Then  shall  I  hope  to  realize  the  fall  fraition  of  a  labor  I  loved, 
and  to  say  thkt  I  was  prouder  of  the  commission  I  held  than 
the  JAeutenant- General  of  the  American  aimy.  It  is  obyioiis 
why,  and  better  understood  than  expressed.

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REPORT  OF  JOINT  COMMITTEE  ON  STATE  PRISON. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  Hovse  of  Representatives  : 

Gbntlbhen  :  In  compliance  with  pint  resolution,  your  com- 
mittee  have  performed  the  duties  therein  mentioned  and  present 
the  following  report : 

We  have  taken  testimony,  and  have  made  a  general  inspection 
of  the  prison,  and  find  the  sanitary  condition  good  with  excep- 
tions hereafter  named.  The  cells  are  kept  clean  and  wholesome 
by  the  ordinary  means  and  the  frequent  use  of  whitewash.  The 
bedding  was  found  in  good  condition  and  the  beds  were  well 
filled,  thus  making  them  comfortable  for  the  prisoners.  In  this 
respect  there  is  a  marked  improvement  upon  the  former  admin- 
istration. The  food  of  the  prisonera  is  good,  well  cooked,  and 
of  sufi&cient  quantity.  (See  bill  of  fare  in  superintendent's 
report)  But  there  were  two  defects  observed  by  your  commit* 
tee.  The  first  is  drainage.  We;  noticed  suiiace  water  standing 
in  small  pools  in  some  places.  Also  the  sink  where  the  slops 
and  refuse  are  thrown  emitted  an  unhealthy  and  most  offensive 
odor.  The  i)se  of  disinfectants  does  not  overcome  the  difficulty. 
The  only  way  to  remedy  this  is  by  the  construction  of  a  drain 
which  can  be  frequently  flushed  with  water.  Both  of  these  can 
be  easily  done  and  at  a  small  cost.  We  therefore  recommend 
the  construction  of  suitable  drains  for  this  purpose. 

The  second  defect  is  hospital  accommodations.  The  hospital 
is  now  located  in  the  court  of  the  new  prison.  The  place  is 
damp  and  inconvenient,  as  it  must  be  of  necessity,  and  does  not 
aid  in  restoring  the  patient  to  health.  Some  means  should  be 
employed  to  remedy  this,  either  by  fitting  up  a  hospital  in  some 
one  of  the  prison  buildmgs,  or,  if  thb  is  not  practicable,  by  the 
erection  of  a  building  for  this  purpose. 

With  reference  to  the  discipline  of  the  prison,  the  testimony 
taken  reveals  these  unpleasant  facts : 
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First — That  under  the  present  management  of  the  prison, 
thei-e  has  been  a  lazness  in  discipline,  as  seen  in  allowing  the 
prisoners  to  collect  together  in  groups  in  the  prison  yard,  and 
also  as  seen  in  the  decrease  of  the  amount  and  detraction  from 
the  quality  ot  labor  performed  by  the  pxisoners. 

Second — ^That  privileges  have  been  granted  certain  prisoners 
which  if  continued,  must  eventually  result  in  the  further  demor- 
alization of  the  prisoners. 

Third — That  between  the  old  employes,  for  the  most  part, 
and  the  new  employes  of  the  prison  there  is  a  serious  lack  of 
harmony. 

Fourth — That  between  the  superintendent  and  the  directors 
there  has  been  the  same  lack  of  harmony,  arising  oat  of  the 
question  as  to  what  are  the  powers  and  duties  of  each  in  the 
management  of  the  prison,  and  in  view  of  the  above  we  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  accompanying  bill.

REPORT  OF  THE  JOINT  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  RELA- 
TING TO  THE  INCREASE  OF  STATE  EXPENSES. 

To  the  Senate  and  Heuse  of  Representaiivei  ; 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  by  virtae  of  a  Joint  Resolu* 
tion  to  report  relative  to  the  increase  of  our  State  expenditures, 
would  respectfully  report  that  they  have  given  the  subject  as  much 
consideration  as  possible  consistent  with  their  other  duties,  and 
they  submit  herewith  a  statement  of  the  current  expenses  of  the 
State  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  August  31st,  1860,  and  also  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  July  81st,  1876,  adding  also  the  expense 
incident  to  the  regular  session  of  the  legislature  in  1874,  as  there 
was  no  session  in  the  year  1876. 

It  appears  from  these  statements  that  the  expenses  for  the  year 
ending  August  3 1st,  1860,  deducting  special  appropriations  not 
properly  chargeable  to  the  current  expenses  of  the  year,  were 
$142,982.48 — that  the  expenses  for  the  year  ending  July  31st, 
1876,  making  similar  deductions,  were  $244,954.78,  and  that 
adding  the  expenses  incident  to  the  regular  session  of  the  legisla- 
ture, (but  not  those  di  the  extra  session  of  1875),  $81,822.28, 
would  make  the  total  current  expenses  of  a  year  including  the 
regular  session  amount  to  $326,276.96,  making  the  total  increase 
$188,294.48,  or  nearly  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  per  cent. 
The  increase  in  our  expenses  in  1876,  without  any  session,  over 
the  expenses  of  1860,  including  the  expenses  of  the  regular* 
session,  is  $101,972.25.  The  biennial  session  of  1874  was  only 
two  days  longer  than  that  of  1860,  so  that  the  comparison  so  far 
as  expenses  incident  to  legislative  session  is  concerned  is  no 
materially  affected  thereby.  In  these  statements  we  have  not 
included  any  payments  on  account  of  principal  or  interest  of  the 
State  debt,  or  other  payments  not  properly  chargeable  to  the 
current  expenses.

While  much  of  this  increase  is  caused  by  the  progress  of  the 
State  in  caring  for  the  interests  of  the  people  in  the  matters  of 
education,  the  advancement  of  the  agricultural  and  other  material 
interests  of  the  State,  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of 
reformatorj  institutions,  as  well  as  the  increased  expenses  in 
almost  everything  since  1860  owing  to  the  depreciation  of  the 
currency  and  other  causes,  we  think  that  at  least  'Uhe  first  step" 
in  the  right  direction  should  be  taken  now  and  that  hereafter  the 
expenses  can  be  reduced  more  and  more. 

The  most  we  can  really  hope  to  accomplish  at  this  time  is  to 
bring  the  facts  before  the  people  in  a  way  so  plain  that  they  can 
see  just  what  our  expenses  are  and  what  they  are  for,  giving 
them  an  opportunity  to  reflect  upon  them,  and  the  legislature  of 
1878  will  be  better  prepared  to  act  upon  the  question  than  we  are 
with  the  imperfect  examination  we  can  give  the  matter  at  this 
time. 

With  this  view,  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  Joint  Reso- 
lution herewith  submitted,  so  that  the  Report  of  the  Auditor  of 
Accounts  may  hereafter  exhibit  a  more  comprehensive  and  detailed 
summary  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  State  revenue- 
We  would  refer  to  the  Auditor's  Report  of  1860  as  a  model  is 
this  respect.  By  means  of  that  report  any  person  can  ascertain 
the  facts  in  regard  to  the  expenses,  while  the  later  reports  are 
such  as  not  only  to  require  days  of  labor,  but  uncertainty  as  to 
the  correctness  of  the  result,  unless  the  vouchers  are  examined  in 
detail.  In  order  to  ascertain  in  regard  to  the  receipts  and 
disbursements,  you  must  collate  and  compare  the  reports  of  the 
Treasurer,  Auditor  of  Accounts  and  County  Clerks,  examine  the 
vouchers  and  classify  the  items,  and  be  very  careful  to  add  to  or 
'deduct  from  the  expenses  of  the  different  departments  items  which 
appear  in  others.  The  classification  in  the  Auditor's  report  is 
very  defective,  so  that  if,  for  example,  it  should  be  desirable  to 
ascertain  the  costs  of  the  Board  of  Insurance  Commissioners,  it 
would  be  necessary  to  examine  all  the  vouchers  :n  detail,  as  some 
items  are  found  in  **  Official  Expenses,"  some  io  ^'  Printing 
Reports,"  and  some  in  ^'  Miscellaneous,"  and  the  same  remarks 
will  apply  in  respect  to  other  expenses. 
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The  increase  in  court  expenses  is  very  marked.  In  1860,  they 
were,  after  deducting  all  fines,  costs  and  fees,  $65,570.24  ;  in  1866, 
about  $105,000.00 ;  in  1872,  about  $128,000.00,  and  in  1876, 
$183,588.92,  an  increase  over  1860  of  $68,018.68.  The  different 
items  of  this  increase  nray  be  seen  by  comparing  the  items  under  . 
the  classification  of  Court  Expenses  for  those  two  years. 

The  great  increase  in  the  costs  of  criminal  examinations  and 
the  fees  of  sheriffs  and  jailers  demands  careful  consideration. 
The  expense  of  enforcing  the  provisions  of  chapter  ninety-four  of 
the  General  Statutes,  in  the  manner  in  which  the  local  officers 
in  some  of  the  counties  manage  it,  is  a  constantly  increasing 
drain  upon  the  State  Treasury  without  corresponding  benefit  to 
the  State.  Judging  from  all  the  light  we  can  get  upon  this 
subject,  the  law  in  some  of  our  larger  counties  is  only  so  far 
enforced  as  to  give  sheriffs,  jailers,  justices  of  the  peace  and  grand 
jurors  a  large  income  from  the  State,  and  it  is  against  their 
interest  to  stop  the  trafiic  in  intoxicating  drinks  and  thus  ''  kill 
the  goose  that  lays  the  golden  egg  "  for  them.  We  regret  that  the 
returns  are  so  defective,  that  it  is  impossible  to  even  approxim- 
ately estimate  the  sum  total  of  this  drain.  In  Rutland  County 
we  find  that  the  amount  of  costs  allowed  in  proceedings  before 
justices  of  the  peace  and  judges  of  the  municipal  court  in  proceed- 
ings under  chapter  ninety-four,  are  about  $5,125.00,  while  the 
costs  of  all  other  criminal  examinations  before  such  officors  are 
only  about  $1,050.00.  The  total  number  of  orders  drawn  by  the 
County  Clerk,  in  this  county,  is  639,  of  which  567  are  for  costs 
under  chapter  ninety-four.  It  costs  the  State  to  pay  each  one  of 
these  orders,  no  matter  how  small  in  amonnt,  the  sum  of  at  least 
one  dollar.  The  accounts  of  the  sheriff,  jailer  and  county  clerk 
do  not  show  the  amount  of  expenses  as  to  the  offenses  committed. 

In  Chittenden  County  the  jailer*B  account  for  the  board  of 
prisoners  in  jail  shows  that  the  State  paid  for  the  board  of 
persons  arrested  for  intoxication  $3,086.30 — for  board  of  persons 
arrested  under  other  provisions  of  chapter  ninety-four,  $429.00 — 
total,  $3,515.30,  and  for  the  board  of  all  other  prisoners  only 
$1,214.20. 

The  construction  of  the  law  allowing  for  the  board  of  prisoners 
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is  in  some  counties  unjust — thus,  if  a  person  is  arrested  at  night 
and  discharged  in  the  morning,  the  evening  and  morning  are  not 
the  same  day,  hut  two  distinct  days,  and  the  State  pays  for  the 
two  days*  board  of  a  person  who  may  have  had  only  lodging  and 
breakfast. 

In  some  counties  the  one-fourth  of  the  fine  allowed  complainants 
is  in  a  large  number  of  cases  paid  to  the  jailer  and  deputy-sheriffs. 
It  seems  to  some  of  your  committee  that  the  laws  paying 
salaries  to  the  judges  of  the  municipal  courts  should  be  repealed. 
They  are  for  local  convenience  alone  and  should  be  supported  by 
the  communities  for  whose  benefit  these  courts  were  established. 
The  allowing  of  double  costs  in  criminal  cases  tried  before  two  of 
these  courts,  is  also  a  tax  upon  the  State. 

The  increase  in  the  amount  paid  for  printing  and  stationery  is 
very  great.  The  cause  of  this  is  due  in  a  great  degree  to  the 
freedom  with  which  the  people's  money  is  voted  to  print  reports, 
some  of  which  ure  of  little  value,  and  of  those  that  are  valuable 
there  are  printed  in  some  cases  more  copies  than  necessary. 

We  recommend  that  all  the  printing  of  the  State,  so  far  as  is 
practicable,  and  also  the  furnishing  of  stationery  for  the  use  of 
the  General  Assembly,  State  officers  and  county  clerks,  be  let  by 
contract  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  separate  bids  being 
received  for  furnishing  stationery,  and  we  recommend  that  the 
practice  of  *' spreading*'  in  printing  reports  be  abandoned.  In 
illustration,  we  cite  the  following  examples  : — In  the  Auditor  s 
Report  for  1866,  his  orders,  six  hundred  and  eleven  in  number, 
occupy  a  little  more  than  twenty-three  pages,  while  the  same 
number  of  orders  in  the  last  biennial  report  occupy  forty  four 
pages  in  1875,  and  forty-seven  in  1876,  more  than  doubling  the 
cost  of  paper  and  composition  upon  the  same  basis  as  to  price 
Only  twenty-nine  County  Clerks'  orders  are  printed  on  a  page  in 
the  last  report  against  thirty-six  to  the  page  in  1866.  This  can 
be  corrected  by  the  proper  officers*  refusing  to  approve  or  pay 
bills  where  it  is  practiced. 

In  reports  let  under  the  contract  of  1874,  the  price  of  composi-

The  contract  price  for  paper  was  $5.34  per  ream.  The  prices 
allowed  and  paid  per  ream  were  $7.50  for  Fish  Commissioners' 
Report ;  $6.00  for  Insurance  Commissioners'  Report;  $12.00  for 
Legislative  Directory. 

In  regard  to  some  of  these  publications  an  additional  price 
could  undoubtedly  be  properly  charged,  but  we  can  see  no  reason 
for  so  great  an  increase  in  most  of  them. 

This  evil  can  be  remedied  by  the  officers  making  the  contracts 
for  this  printing,  or  by  the  Auditor  of  Accounts  where  no  contract 
is  made. 

We  recommend  that  only  seven  hundred  copies  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Directory  be  printed,  to  be  bound  in  muslin  and  to  be  similar 
in  contents  to  the  small  directory  of  1876,  with  the  addition  of 
the  map  of  the  State ;  the  discontinuance  of  the  publication  of  the 
Insurance  Commissioners'  Report ;  the  reduction  in  number  and 
size  of  the  Agricultural  Report ;  the  discontinuance  of  the  publi- 
cation of  the  Report  of  the  Dairymen's  Association,  except  in 
connection  with  the  Agricultural  Report ;  the  discontinuance  of 
the  publication  of  Schedules  A,  B  and  C  of  the  Quartermaster 
General's  Report;  that  the  Registration  Report  be  hereafter 
published  biennially  in  one  volume,  condensing  it  as  much  as 
possible  consistent  with  the  preservation  of  its  value.

The  law  provides  that  the  reporter  of  the  decisioDS  of  the 
Supreme  Coart  '^  shall  receive  from  the  State  an  amoant  equal  to 
the  actual  cost  of  the  publicatioD,  binding  and  transportation  "  of 
such  copies.  We  think  it  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  ascertoia 
and  pay  the  ^  actual  cost "  and  not  simply  pay  such  sum  as  the 
reporter  directs,  as  has  been  the  custom. 

The  increase  in  the  expenses  of  the  State  in  the  care  of  the 
Insane  and  in  consequence  of  the  establishment  of  the  Reform 
School,  have  not  been  considered  by  the  committee,  as  they  have 
been  before  joint  committees  of  the  Senate  and  House,  who  have 
the  whole  subject  in  their  charge. 

The  question  in  regard  to  salaries  and  expenses  of  State  officers, 
has  been  fully  discussed  and  decided  at  this  session,  and  we  do 
not  ieel  called  upon  to  express  any  opinion. 

The  Committees  on  Education  of  both  Houses  having  examined 
all  matters  connected  therewith,  we  have  not  considered  the 
subject  of  the  expenses  thereof. 

Upon  the  whole  question  as  to  the  real  advancement  we  have 
made  in  education,  and  the  care  and  protection  of  the  insane,  and 
the  value  of  our  reformatory  institutions,  we  do  not  comment 
Whether  wise  or  unwise  they  are  the  result  of  the  policy  of 
the  State  adopted  years  ago,  the  essential  facts  are  known  to 
the  people,  and  it  is  for  them  to  decide  whether  our  progress  as  a 
people,  morally  and  intellectually  during  the  last  two  decades, 
have  justified  the  expenses,  and  to  them  belongs  the  final  decision 
of  all  these  questions.  If  they  desire  any  change  they  are  not 
dumb  that  they  cannot  speak. 

The  increase  in  legislative  expenses,  in  addition  to  matters 
already  treated,  is  due  to  the  iocrease  in  the  per  diem  of  the 
officers  and  members  of  the  General  Assembly.  We  do  not  find 
that  the  present  pay  is  anything  more  than  the  *^  reasonable  com- 
pensation '*  mentioned  in  the  ConstitutioD.  The  debentures  of 
the  General  Assembly  for  the  biennial  period  at  the  present  rates 
are  less  than  for  the  two  annual  sessions  under  the  old  rates. 

The  delay  in  making  this  report  has  been  unavoidable,  arising 
from  the  necessity  of  comparing,  collating,  arranging  and  classi- 
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fying  accounts  and  ezaminiag  Toachers,  so  as  to  be  able  to  present 
a  true  statement  of  our  expenditures.  We  do  not  make  many 
recommendations,  because  bills  have  been  introduced  and  discussed 
bearing  upon  nearly  all  subjects  in  connection  with  matters 
referred  to  in  this  report,  our  principal  object  being  to-  present  to 
you  a  statement  of  the  facts  as  they  exist. 

We  will  hereafter  report  any  bills  by  us  deemed  necessary,  if 
we  find  that  they  have  not  already  been  introduced.

The  Special  Conimiltee  on  the  part  of  the  House  under  a  joint 
resolution  relating  to  State  expenses,  respectfully  submit  the 
foregoing  report  of  the  Joint  Special  Committee,  relating  to  the 
increase  of  the  State  expenses. 

Also,  a  joint  resolution  requiring  reports  in  regard  to  costs  of 
criminal  prosecutions,  herewith : 
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JOINT  RESOLUTION  REQUIRING  REPORTS  IN  RE- 
GARD TO  COSTS  OF  CRIMINAL  PROSECUTIONS. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  : 

1.  That  the  auditor  of  accounts  be  and  hereby  is  directed  to 
order  the  several  court  auditors  to  allow  no  accounts  of  anj 
sheriff,  jailer,  state's  attorney,  county  clerk,  justice  of  the  peace, 
judge  of  a  municipal  court  or  other  person,  unless  such  account 
specifies  the  offense  charged  or  law  violated,  on  account  of  which 
such  expenses  or  fees  were  incurred,  and  uo  account  of  a  sheriff 
jailer,  state's  attorney  or  county  clerk  shall  be  allowed,  unless  it 
contains  a  true  summary,  stating  the  amount  of  such  fees,  and 
expenses  which  are  properly  chargeable  to  the  following  classes 
of  offenses : 

First — Offenses  punishable  by  death  or  imprisonment  in  the  ' 
State  prison. 

Second — Offenses  against  chapter  ninety-four  of  the  general 
statutes,  and  acts  in  addition  to  or  in  amendment  thereof. 

Third — Minor  offenses  not  included  in  either  of  the  above 
classifications.  ^ 

2.  That  the  auditor  of  accounts  be  and  hereby  is  directed  to 
order  the  county  clerks  to  state  in  the  abstract  of  orders  drawn 
by  them  in  favor  of  justices  of  the  peace  and  other  officers  and 
persons,  except  orders  drawn  in  favor  of  sheriffs,  jailers  and 
county  clerks,  the  nature  of  the  offense  charged,  and  the  result  of 
the  judgment  or  other  proceedings. 

3.  That  the  auditor  of  accounts  be  and  hereby  is  directed  to 
publish  in  his  biennial  report  a  summary  giving  an  abstract  of  the 
revenue  and  disbursements  of  the  State  for  each  fiscal  year, 
properly  classified,  whether  received  or  dish  nrsed  by  the  State 
treasurer,  auditor  of  accounts  or  county  clerks,  and  also  a  sum- 
mary giving  the  amounts  allowed  in  each  county  as  specified  in 
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the  abstract  of  orders  drawn  by  the   coanty  clerks,  and  their 
returns,  classified  as  stated  in  the  first  clause  of  this  resolution. 

4.  *That  the  auditor  of  accounts  be  and  hereby  is  directed  to 
furnish  any  newspaper  published  in  this  State,  desiring  it  for  pub- 
lication without  expense  to  the  State,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day 
of  September  in  each  year  in  which  there  is  no  regular  session  of 
the  legislature,  the  summaries  mentioned  in  the  third  clause  of 
this  resolution.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  INSANE 
ASYLUM. 

7o  the  Honorable  Senate  and 

House  of  Bepre$entaiive$  now  in  session  : 

Your  committees,  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the  Gov- 
erDor's  Message  relating  to  the  Insane,  beg  leave  to  state  that 
although  they  were  appointed  by  each  House  as  separate  standing 
committees,  yet  they  have  acted  jointly  in  their  investigations, 
and,  therefore,  take  ihe  liberty  of  submitting  their  conclusions  in 
a  joint  report. 

Before  entering  upon  a  statement  of  our  finding  of  facts  and 
the  conclusions  deducible  therefrom,  it  may  be  pertinent  to  give  a 
brief  resume  of  the  often  repeated  history  and  relation  of  the 
asylum  for  the  insane  at  Brattleboro  to  the  State. 

The  institution  had  its  origin  in  a  bequest  by  Mrs.  Annie  Marsh 
of  Hin'sdale,  New  Hampshire,  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  was 
incorporated  by  the  legislature  in  November,  1834.  From  the 
year  1835  to  1843,  the  State  donated,  in  a  series  of  instalments, 
the  sum  of  twenty  three  thousand  dollars  for  the  benefit  of  the 
institution,  and  by  the  terms  of  the  acts  of  appropriation  passed 
ic  1840  and  1843  (that  of  1843  being  the  last  appropriation  to 
aid  in  building,)  the  State  reserved  a  lieu  upon  the  real  estate  of 
the  corporation,  to  be  enforced  whenever  the  institution  should 
cease  to  exist  for  the  purposes  contemplated  in  its  charter. 
Shortly  after  our  appointment,  we  requested  the  commissioner  for 
the  insane,  Dr.  At  water  of  Burlington,  and  the  superintendent  of 
the  asylum,  Dr.  Draper  of  Brattleboro,  to  meet  us  at  Montpelier, 
which  they  did  ;  and  such  information  upon  the  questions  at  issue 
was  at  that  meeting  obtained  as  was  practicable.  Afterwards,  on 
the  Slst  day  of  October  and  the  1st  of  the  present  month,  we  vis- 
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ited  the  asylums  at  Brattleboro  and  Northamptoo,  Massachusetts, 
making  as  careful  ezamination  and  comparison  of  the  two  institu- 
tions and  their  methods  of  operation  as  we  were  able  in  the  time 
expended.  Subsequently,  we  again  met  the  commissioner  and 
superintendent  at  Montpelier,  concluding  our  investigations  at 
that  hearing. 

Is  the  treatment  of  the  insane  at  the  Brattleboro  asylum  suc^ 
cessful  ?  This  question  we  deem  to  be  the  one  of  paramount 
importance,  and  upon  its  solution  practically  depends  the  whole 
issue. 

Has  the  institution  the  means  and  appliances  which,  if  brought 
into  proper  use,  would  secure  the  result  desired  ?  This  leads  us 
to  the  consideration  of  the  location  and  construction  of  the  asylum 
buildings,  their  capacity  and  adaptation  for  the  purposes  used. 

The  buildings  are  located  about  one  mile  from  the  depot  at  the 
beautiful  village  of  Brattleboro,  having  in  their  immediate  vicin- 
ity grounds  and  surroundings  affording  a  most  satisfactory  oppor- 
tunity for  pleasant  outside  exercise.  The  main  or  principal  struc- 
ture stands  upon  the  north  side  of  the  road  leading  from  Brattle- 
boro westerly,  and  the  so  called  Marsh  building  upon  the  south 
side  of  the  road,  opposite  the  main  buildings.  Their  external 
appearance  is  not  that  of  a  '^  huge  pile  of  brick  and  mortar,"  but 
in  architectural  design  and  construction  is  such  as  would  rank 
fairly  with  other  buildings  of  like  character  in  the  country.  The 
internal  arrangement  of  the  rooms  in  tlie  principal  buildings,  as 
to  size,  light,  cleanliness,  ventilfttion  and  means  of  controlling 
temperature,  was  a  matter  which  attracted  our  special  attention 
and  most  careful  examination,  and  upon  the  whole,  we  were 
inclined  to  the  opiniou  that  it  was  in  neither  respect  mentioned 
substantially  defective  or  objectionable,  although  some  of  us 
thought  a  few  of  the  sleeping  rooms  hardly  sufficient  in  size.  We 
did  not  find  the  internal  construction  of  the  Marsh  building  as 
satisfactory  as  that  of  the  others  in  all  respects,  although  not 
very  materially  exposed  to  criticism,  but  we  were  assured  by  the 
trustees  that  it  was  their  present  purpose  to  overhaul  and  thor- 
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oughlj  renovate  this  buUding  as  soon  as  foand  practicable,  cou- 
sidering  their  means  for  so  doing. 

We  discovered  no  want  of  furniture,  bedding,  etc.,  either  in 
quantity  or  quality,  and  thought  it  sufficient  for  the  comfort  of  the 
patients*  * 

Although  of  minor  importance,  perhaps,  in  some  respects,  yet 
we  think  it  our  duty  to  suggest  that  a  comparatively  inconsidera- 
ble outlay  in  the  direction  of  adJitional  adornment  of  the  walls 
is  desirable,  and  might  at  least  produce  an  appreciably  beneficial 
result. 

A  few  words  about  the  court  yards  connected  with  the  build- 
ings may  not  be  out  of  place.  They  were  provided  for  the  pur- 
pose of  securing  a  more  extensive  and  less  expensive  admission 
of  a  certain  class  of  patients  to  air  and  exercise  than  they  would 
otherwise  have<  The  one  connected  with  the  main  buildings 
seems  not  to  be  faulty,  but  that  adjacent  to  the  Marsh  building  is 
certainly  ^^  not  a  thing  of  beauty,"  however  well  it  may  subserve 
purposes  of  utility,  although  in  justice  it  may  be  said  that  this 
yard  was'  designed  and  is  used  by  a  class  so  near  a  state  of  demen- 
tia as  are  apparently  hardly  capable  of  discerning  or  appreciating 
beauty.  Thus  much  will  suffice  concerning  the  location  and  con- 
struction, external  and  internal,  of  the  building. 

Have  the  buildings  sufficient  capacity  for  the  number  of  patients 
now  there  in  keeping,  and,  if  so,  is  it  for  the  best  interests  of 
successful  treatment  that  so  large  a  number  should  be  kept 
together  in  one  asylum  under  one  direction  and  management  ? 

If  the  second  question  should  be  unconditionally  answered  in 
the  affirmative,  the  first  might  be  relieved  of  any  considerable 
difficulty,  as  the  buildings  are  not  over  crowded,  but  upon  the 
second  question  hangs  the  doubt.  It  is  probable  that  a  prepon- 
derance of  opinion  of  the  experts  upon  this  subject  is  in  favor  of 
limiting  the  number  of  patientH  in  tfny  institution  for  the  treatment 
of  the  insane  to  three  hundred,  claiming  as  reasons  for  that  belief, 
that  each  hospital  must  be  under  the  sole  control  of  one  man,  to 
act  both  as  superintendent  and  physician,  who  cannot  properly 
discharge  his  duty  to  each  patient,  having  a  larger  number  than 
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that  under  his  care  for  treatment,  and  farther,  that  they  cannot  be 
as  well  classified,  and  are  exposed  to  unreasonable  and  extraordi- 
nary perils  of  epidemics  and  casualties.  Upon  the  other  side  it 
is  urged  that  no  detriment  results  from  the  keeping  together  of  a 
very  much  larger  number,  and  that  the  whole  question  is  one  of 
<M>mparative  means  and  necessities.  That  while  one  superintend- 
ent may  not  be  able  to  treat  and  direct  the  treatment  and  care  of 
a  number  exceeding  three  hundred  patients,  yet  he  may  be 
entirely  able  to  faithfully  and  efficiently  discharge  his  obligations 
to  an  institution  having  many  more  than  that,  among  which  are 
a  proportion  of  incurables  sufficiently  large  to  reduce  the  number 
of  those  who  could  possibly  be  benefited  by  treatment  to  much 
less  than  three  hundred.  Quite  a  proportion  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  asylum  at  Brattleboro  are  in  a  chronic  stage  of  disease, 
many  being  hopelessly  incurable,  hence  being  past  the  reach  of 
medical  treatment  do  not  necessarily  engacfe  any  considerable 
attention  from  the  superintendent  as  directing  physician.  The 
theory  of  the  learned  upon  this  subject  seems  to  faror  about  three 
hundred  patients  as  the  maximum  number  allowable,  while  the 
practice  of  the  same  enlightened  class,  particularly  in  public 
institutions  in  this  country,  tolerates  a  much  larger  number. 

Next,  is  the  treatment  of  the  inmates  of  the  Vermont  asylum  of 
that  approved  character  as  would  be  expected  to  produce  reason- 
ably beneficial  efiects  ?  We  have  heard  no  complaint  about  the 
«  manner  in  which  they  are  clothed  or  fed  and  certainly  discerned 
no  cause  for  any.  We  were  not  able  to  determine  to  our  utmost 
satisfaction  as  to  the  efficiency  of  their  open  air  exercise,  although 
we  were  assured  by  the  managers  that  it  was  fully  up  to  their 
needs  and  the  requirements  of  health.  Judging  from  what  we 
saw  and  were  able  to  learn  respecting  diversions  by  way  of  enter- 
tainment and  amusements  it  would  be  unjust  to  find  the  manage- 
ment markedly  faulty  in  this  direction. 

We  found  a  comparatively  small  number  of  patients  undergoing 
different  kinds  or  forms  of  restraint,  but  in  no  instance,  in  our 
belief,  did  the  cause  or  method  involve  either  cruelty  or  impro- 
priety. A  few  were  secluded  by  being  locked  in  separate  rooms, 
but  this  small  number  included  none  whom  it  was  safe  to  allow  in 
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company  or  association  with  others.  This  fact  was  perfectly 
patent  from  the  appearance  of  the  patients.  In  conclusion  of  this 
subject  we  could  not  find  that  mechanit^al  restraints,  locks,  grates 
or  bars  occupy  any  more  prominent  position  in  the  ordering  or 
direction  of  the  Vermont  asylum  than  inthe  asylum  at  Northampton. 
No  evidence  has  been  discernible  to  us,  that  the  active  medical 
treatment  of  the  patient  was  less  or  different  from  that  which  the 
best  skill  would  suggest ;  and  we  certainly  would  not  feel  justified 
in  indulging  in  speculative  conjectures  in  the  entire  absence  of 
proof  and  against  the  presence  of  probabilities. 

The  number  and  apparent  standing  of  the  corps  of  medical 
attendants  we  found  to  be  equal  to  that  at  Northampton,  and  the 
number  of  subordinate  attendants  a  few  more  than  at  the  last 
named  hospital,  and  the  number  of  inmates  at  the  two  institutions 
the  same. 

Our  statement  thus  far  has  been  confined  to  what  we  conceived 
to  be  such  facts  and  conclusions  of  fact  as  are  true  and  material 
and  bearing  upon  what  might  be  expected  for  results. 

We  now  come  to  the  results  as  proved  by  the  statistics  of  the 
Vermont  asylum  in  comparison  with  those  of  other  States.  We 
make  comparisons  for  the  last  ten  years  and  find  the  percentage 
of  recoveries  for  that  time  at  the  Vermont  asylum  to  be  32.04 ; 
and  of  deaths,  7.02.  The  mean  average  of  percentage  of  recov- 
eries and  deaths  for  the  rest  of  New  England  during  the  same  - 
time,  we  find  to  be  as  follows : 

Percentage  of  recoveries,  82.14  ;  of  deaths,  10.25.  These  com- 
parisons have  been  made  with  institutions  similar  in  character 
with  that  at  Brattleboro,  and  we  believe  them  a  fair  test,  whidi^ 
if  true,  leaves  the  conclusion  inevitable  that  the  treatment  of  the 
insane  at  the  Vermont  asylum  is  at  least  reasonably  successful. 

We  could  hardly  do  full  justice  to  the  questions  involved  with- 
out briefly  stating  our  opinion  in  regard  to  the  tendency  of  the 
institution  at  Brattleboro,  in  the  direction  of  improvement  and 
reform.  It  is  quite  clear  that  it  has  not  reached  a  state  of  per- 
fection, but  quite  as  evident  that  the  last  few  years  have  witnessed 
a  substantial  change  in  iK^any  respects,  all  of  which  have  materially 
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bettered  its  conditioDy  and  at  the  present  time  still  further  modifi- 
<sation8  and  changes  in  the  direction  of  reform  are  in  contemplation. 
We  are  fully  satisfied  that  the  institution  is  under  the  management 
of  humane,  competent  and  conscientious  officials,  whose  single 
purpose  is  to  do  their  duty  fully  and  welL 

At  this  point  we  may  he  pardoned  for  venturing  an  opinion 
upon  the  question  of  propriety  of  establishing  a  State  asylum.  If 
one  were  to  be  erected,  its  capacity  should  undoubtedly  be  equal 
k>  the  accommodation  of  three  hundred  patients.  According  to 
the  best  authorities  the  expense  of  buildings,  apparatus  and  appli- 
ances, at  the  lowest  estimate,  would  be  at  the  rate  of  one  thousand 
dollars  for  each  patient  to  be  accommodated,  making  the  cost,  if 
authority  and  the  experiences  of  other  States  are  at  all  reliable, 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

The  cost  of  the  asylums  in  Massachusetts,  with  one  or  two 
exceptions,  have  been  largely  in  excess  of  the  above  estimate. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  we  do  not  feel  self-sacrificing  enough,  to 
take  upon  ourselves  (he  burden  of  attempting  to  secure  the  neces- 
sary appropriation  for  that  purpose. 

We  have  been  requested  by  the  superintendent  and  trustees  of 
the  asylum,  to  recommend  a  bill  increasing  the  pay  for  keeping 
State  insane  to  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  week,  and  the  aid 
to  towns  to  one  dollf^r  per  week. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  State  should  pay  the  asylum  the 
actual  cost  of  keeping  and  supporting  its  insane,  and  no  more^ 
and  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  cost,  upon  an  average,  is  three 
dollars  and  thirty-three  cents  per  week  for  each  patient, — we 
therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying  bill  herewith 
submitted.
